I was born in the Dutchy of BurgtmJj^^ of a Fa«^ J 
tnily that had profefled the Reformed Religioii n 
For above 15^0 Years,, whole Nobility was j 
rufficiently Ancient. My Father's Name was J 
Monfieur J^pmbrtvst^ who had been GampMft- ^ 
fter, and enjoyed many Offices, and mighr, it oiay j 
be, have been advanced to the hfghe((, had hie ^ 
been, as many others, Icfs fcrupulous about Reli- 
gicyi. He was generally accounted as eminent in 
Prudenccj^ Wiwont and Piety, as moft in France : 
be had performed fuch things as made him 
confiderable ; yet none excelled him in 'mildnefi 
md fweetnefi of Carriage in his Family^ My Fa- 
ther had never but one Sifter, for whom he had al- I 
ways an extraordinary love, and this Sifter is fti- \ 
led Madam de Fniffis^ who is here with ,me ; and 
^ho' my Mother were ftiii living, yet I am nwre , 
>bliged to my Aunt than to my Mother, as you 
wrill hcfeaftcr fee. ^ 

Love, which (b«etimcs delights to fhew irs force 
)n the wifeft Spirits, made my Father himlelf do 
yhat he would have certainly difliked in another. 
Fi>r*he fell in love with my Mother, who was in 
ler time one of the handfbmeft and compleateft 
Ladies in all the Province, and was befides of a ve- 
•y Noble and Rich Family ; but that would have 1 
nade no Impreflionat all on him. had his Mind 
jcen free. At firft he only lov'd out of GaBannt^ 
hilt he might not differ from all orher young 
VJen, who have always (bme^ Inclination ; but at 
ength his I*ove got fuch a Viftory over him, and i 
nade him fo eameft in his Suit, that he engage<l 
ny Mother's AfFcf^ions towards him, who heard . '^ 
\\m univerfally commended, and their Marriage 
iiras diicourfcd oL

Love hath indeed in ic femewhat very wonder- 
ful: it finds expedients for all things, and eaHfy 
Au'mounts the greatefli Difficulties. My Father 
was alway^t even to hip Death, {a refblute an Hu-' 
guen^y a»tbat the Flames were noc capable of al- 
tering him. Mjy Mother was a moft obftinate C4- 
tbolic^.z both were ibfar from erobraciog each o- 
tberV Religion, as that they, wpuld fain have had 
. each other take up their own. But at length ibme 
Mediators ("whereof Love was the chief) ma^e up* 
an Agreement between them on thefe Three Con<- 
ditions, v/^. That they (hould be married firft bjr 
a Prieft, and afterwards by a Mintfter. That they 
Ihould never dilcourfe of Religion. And, Thar 
of the Children they (hould have, the Sons mould 
be educated in the Religion of their Father, an$ 
ihe Daughters in that of their Mother. All'thefr 
Articles were very punAually obferved on botb 
fides, efpectally that olfiltnce in msti^rs of Heligicm^ 
put of Prudence to prevent Contentions and Heats^ 
each knowing the other to be refolved in that 
Point. 

. The firft Year of thfs Marrfage gave Birth to 
the only Brother which I have, and the fourth to 
'me ; there were other Children, but God was^ 

£ leafed to take them all away in. their Infancy, 
ly Father took a great deal of Care in the £du« 
jcation of my Brother, efpecialty to get him well 
principled in Matters of Rd[jgion> and to this end^ 
ffi>t him ^ Tutor^ who inftiird the Principles ojf 
Refifiion into him as he learnt ta read and Write ^ 
My Mother was as careful oE me, to get me edu^ 
cated in the B$nu(h Religion, and provided a Gr* 
%emefs foe roe that was an actomplijh^d Hjfpocriifl 
My Brother from his Infancy dilcover'd a great a^ 
iieriion and abhorrence of the ]^mi/h Relig^on^

Euih^ of a Jefidt^ who (b dealt with him, as that 
e durft not come thither for three days after. lo 
a word, one would have thought, that how young 
Ibever he was, he had a defign to fender the Ci* 
tbelicK Religion contemptible to me. 

Thcfe firft Follies of his Childhood being over; 
fae^ profited fb well by the kiftruAions he had re-^ 
ceiv'd, that at Twelve Years of Age he could read^ 
write, (peak the L4tiH and the.6erm4ii Tongues in- 
differently well, fo that my Father being fully fe- 
tisfied with his Inclinations, and his Tutor's love^ 
jrefolved to fend them both to S^umut^ with a Ser- 
vant to wait on chem, where I (hall leave him to- 
Ipeak of what concerned my felf. My Mother 
Educated me exadly according to the rrefcripti^ 
ons of her Confeflor ; I (hall not relate aH that was^ 
daily don^ and faid to me, nor all the Arguments^ 
nor Stories that they made u(e of to Prejudice me 
again ft CAlvinifm^ My Mother often entertained 
Noughts of placing me in a Convent, paying for 
my Table; but knowing that I could learn nothing 
there fuitable to my (^aUty, fke laid that Defign

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I fliali not (peod more time in giving an accounr 
of what btftll me 'till I came to the Age of feyen- 
teeny when 1 attained tlie Stature I now have, and^ 
were a very paflable Catholick. 'Tis true, I be- 
gun to have many Doubts, which J durft not re- 
veal to any, both about the Eucharifr, the Mertr 
of Works, Purgatory and Auricular Confeilion^ 
and though I did all that I could, f found it im** 
poilible to fubmir either to the Authority ot the- 
Churd) 6f of the Ciirate ; and my Mother know-* 
ing me to be (bmewbat curious, and fearing lea^ 
my Curiofitj (hould lead me to know more^ thair^ 
was convenient for tho(e of the Hfmi/h Religioni* 
tliought it neceffary to find CotSe Employment foe 
my SjMrtt, die therefore cauied me to learn ta 
Dance, Sing, play oil the Claricordt^or Harpficah^. 
and to Draw ; tsade the resd Romances, Come* 
dies, and Poetry, and fulFer'd me to wait on her 
in all the yifits (he made to fueh as were moft e--- ' 
minenc for quality near our Houfe. After this my 
Mother gave me leave to take a Journey to Parh^. 
my Father conlentihg to it, to fee' allthe Coriofi-^- 
ties that the Court afforded, I returned with my- 
Aunt and Coufina about the beginning of Winter,, 
and my Mother leeing^ me have a more fr^ amfe 
genteel Carriage than before, loved me the more»» 
and made me her Confident in a matter (ufitctently^ 
plealanr. 

My Brother havtng beeif fixY:ears atS^n^uir; 
-where be bad made a good Progfefs in the Lan^ 
guages and Phildfophy, my Father. n;(olved tck 
^nd bim to another Place, where he might leartr 
to ride the great Horle, and be exerciled in Feats- 
of Arms, and alfo get an infight into the Mathema*- 
ticks : My Brother, became accompliflied in thefe 
thiags in [i^ aiontl% after which he defijrc4 leave

of my Father to go into the Army ; who knowing 
that (hould he deny it, he was of fufiicient Years 
to take it himielf, granted his defire ; and having 
(given him Money for his Expences, fent him a-* 
way with one of our near Relations, who gave him 
many good Inftru&ions, which my Brother fo cx- 
a£tly followed, that in a fhort time he was accoun- 
ted by the whole Army to be a Man of Courage, 
Vertue, Honour and Merit. 

My Father had conftant News brought him of 
the Reputation my Brother had gotten, and of the 
•ffers that were made him of an Office, very ho- 
nourable for a young Man, on condition he would 
cfaanj[e his Religion, which piy Brother generoufly 
refufed ; but our Relation doubting lead: he might 
be at laft overcome by the Violence of the Temp- 
•^tation, fent him back to his Father. Thus my 
lE -Brother returned home after ten Years abfcnce, 
^^ ^nd you may eafily gueis at the joy and fiitis&£H- 
^ On we had to (ee him adorned with the many ex* 
• \ icellent and genteel Qjiatrties he had acquired. My 
>f^ Brother at(b difcovered an obliging furprixe to find 
J*si€ what I were, and we fcon renewed that afiedt- 
^ oh to which the nearnefi of our Blood obliged ua^ 
which was much increa^d by a mittual efteem we 
had for each other. i 

On the other band my Brother was very exa£l ' 
in his Carriage towards my Mother, which was 
full of Angular refpeft and teriderhefa. *Twas here 
that I found that the Love oi Mothers is more to* [ 
wards their Sons than their Daughters, for ray \ 
Mother could hardly enihjre my Brother out of her : 
fight, but converted with bim with the greateft fa* 
^iliarity and freedom^ yet durft not ipeak orie 
word to him about Religion, for fear of violating 
ike Agreemem^ made with my Fatbef, and of in-

p» thing CO me; yet this extorted (bme fighs froin 

her, a& I oblerved when* I was with her about i.; 

' days after my Brother's return, who ac that time 

I humbly withdrew. 

^ The Gamiliarity ot my Mother with me; em^ 

t bolden'd me to demand the Catift of her Affli£li. 
on : I- am, iaid (he, one of the happieft Women ia 
iT4ii«r, I only want one thing, 'which 'yet is not 
impoiSble, but I dare not hope it. Madam, replfJ 
ed I, this is (b myfterious a Riddle^ that I can'c 
comprehend ir. I beUeve (b, fatd (he, but I'll cell 
you Its meaning : You know how tenderly I love 
¥oiir Father and Brother, and indeed their excels 
lent Qualities command the Affedions both of ^ 
Wife and of a Mother ; but when I think that they 
are both Hntiickf^ and have no part in the C4th9^ 
lick Churchy out of which there's no> Salvation, 
and that if they die in the State in which they are, 
they are eternally damned, tc breaks my vtry 
Heart, and my Coiopaflion is aucinented by the 
Coniideratbn of their Merit and Vertue, fo tbatX 
could- wi(h them lefs good than they are, that I 
might be difpenfed with from loving them as I do.

1 qjuit him opportunity to make me rhe (ame Pro- 

roAls, and he had this advantage over me, in that 
could fpeak what he knew (ht he had diligently 
iadjredl both ReHgtons) which I could not do, be- 
caii(e tfac^ had taJcen more Pains to fill my mind 
with Pre^dices againft the Hs^jpamts^ than to for* 
, tifie me with folm and powerful Reaibns againft 
them. Thrfime day we had a fingular Convert 
fition, for my Ikother, who contrerted familiarly 
only with, my Mather and my (elf, (pent whole 
•diays in our Company, and if I were in my Cham- 
ber, would ccTme tnither to (eek me, where we 
either pi'aid at Chefs or di(cour(cd on variety of 
&ub]e£ls; for, as for ray Father, his Gravity and 
Sef ioufncfs was fuch, tb«t we durft not famUtarly 
Converfe with him. My Brother found me read« 
ii\g over my Horagr ; What are you doing Sifter } 
Said he. I am, f anfwered I, ) Prajimg G^dfir yowr 
Cmvn/hn : That's well done indeed, (replied hc).< 
there's a good Sifter that rakes Care of her 
Brother's Salvstion : but, added be, with a kind 
.of' mocking SfflHe, In wh«s Laiiguage is it,. 

fiod now, that j^ou pray ^ Is it in Ldtifn^ or in 
rencfa ? and taking my Book out of my Hand, he- 
found that all my Prayers were indeed in Latin ;

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Teak h4tim, fince you md k: wd fella fp^mg 
of what feemed to be perfea Gtbberifli : Delpite 
and Shame hindered me from returning^ arty an-

I notice of in thu limun Communiott» and couWr 
never get my felf heartily to approve of It: 

, I would (did 1) prav God for your Converfion; 

' but I know that 'twould be «n offence to the Di- 
vine Majefty to pray for a Soofifer, for which rea- 
fon I forbear it a» a great Sin My Brother fav 
wcllenough thati waJdifpleafedwith him.yet this 
did not hinder him from proceeding m his jooofe 
manner. My dcatSifter, fildhe, I am obliged to 
you for your Care for my SalvanOTi, yet beware 
leaft while you imagine, you are endeavouring the 
Salvation of my Souf, yoo do not niine It ? hut 
1 hope God will not hear fnch Requeftsi as Oiould 
they be granted, would prove fatal to me. But, 
Sifter, continued he, that I may not for my part 
(how my felf defcaive in Charity, 1 eameftly beg^ 
God that he would touch your Heart, that you. 
may no kmget perfift in the Superftttioos m which 
you have been bred. He fpake thrfe laft words 
with fo much ferioufncfi, that I had no Power to-

Praying to God in Latin ? think you that he is 
better pleafed with this Language than with ptir 
own Nfother Tongue t WKy . wso « that our Satri- 
out caufed his Hoi V Spirit to defcend on his Apo- 
ftfes in the form of Tongues of Firei but to fhew 
usthat.hisName might be invoked, and his Praile 
lung in all Languages ? what then makes your do> 
ting Doaors ercfaibe uaa ModcLof Prajrerr, and 






a foror of Worfliip all inLaiim ; certainly tbe Jews 
liave better reafbn thaii the Catholicks, for they 
fiv their Prayers in Hebrev^ which is the Holy 
Tongue which Cod himfelf u(ed : but as for the 
Laiiw^ we have no realbn ia the World to believe 
k better pleating to God than anyotherLanguagj?. 
1 fee Brother, (aid I, that I am far from Con* 
verting you, and yet (added I, fmiling) this Task 
16 impofcd upon me. And who impoled it, ffa Id 
he?) She that gave you Life, (faidi) and would 
fain give you Eternal Life if it were poiTible.^ 'Tis 
then my Mother, (replied he) who difdaining to 
imploy her own Learnmg againft me, thinks ic 
enough to (end her Daughter to convince me : But 
Sifter, added he, laughing out aloud, take Cou-- 
rage, execute the Commiffion that hath been givea 
you ; quote me the Explication of the Fathers oa 
the Scripture, jhe Decrees of General Councils, the 
Hiftory of all Ages ; brin^ ArifiotU and Defc^rus 
into the Field, and if you will, all the Schoolmen ; 
(hew me by convincing Arguments that your 
Church is the true Churchy and I (hail account ir 
my Honour to obey you. 

At thc(e words my paf&on grew (b violent, that 
I.couldnot mafter ir,and ftriking him a fmarc blow 
on the fingers with my busk, rll teach you, (aid 4 
to jear me. Well done. Sifter, (aid be, burfting 
out into a Laughter; I (ee well that you have lear* 
ned to imitate the Perfecutors of our Churches^ 
who whtn their artifice and cunning fails them have 
relcourfe to force. This gentle reproach filled me 
with Confufioo, which might tafily be read in my 
Countenance. This is nothing, uid he« 1 par- 
don you with all my heart, but you mufttell me 
Slainly all that my Mother (aid to you. My Mo* 
ler CrepUcd 1} believer that yoa may one day h^* 

coma 
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come a ffood Catholick, provided a Hccre care be 
taken oTyou : And wha% fafd he, could induce 
her to think (b? Thai which joii have laid your 
ftlf, anfweired I, that too many.of theCerenaonies 
were laid afidc in the Reformed Church, and this 
makes her believe th^t you are mod difgufted 
with the Religion of CaMn. Ala j, good Woman ! 
(cryed he)howfaft her imagination huiVies hcr( 
howeafily dbthfliebeiieve what (hed'^'fires ! But 
(^dded he>did (he command you to urge me in this 
Pointy ana did you Promife her to do it ? I pronw- 
fed that I would^ (peak to you about it, and that I 
would not amufe niy felf to difpufe with you. You 
intend then Sifter, uiid he, to make. me yield with- 
out an Engagement, which I'll never do either in 
Temporals or Spiritual?.

fiis ChrJft, and when you think on the Image you 
think not dire£l]y on Jefus Chrift* And^ as yoa 
know, it fs impoilibie at onc^ to look upon a Man 
and his Pi<£lure ; (6 'cis tmpoilible to have an Image 
before your Eyes, and yet to think only on the 
Original'. If you cannot think on Jefus Chrift un- 
lefs you have a Crucifix before y6u, 'tis a plaia 
' Evidence that your Piety is very miferable, fince 
it owes Its fupport and maintenance to iuch wret- 
ched means.

Thinfe Jfou that 
a MarmoufiCy or Imac^e can tnfpire you with fuch 
thoughts as are neceiTary for your Salvation ? and 
han't you reafbn to exped from converfe wttn 
God in Spirit by means of Prayer, fuch bleffings 
as are much more great and lingular ? Come then 
to your ft]£, and m aOiaaed of ufing what Chrift 
never approved of, and which difturbs the mind 
m, and turns it from its heft Meditation. 

Such thin^ as are the Obje£ls of (ence, and 
. have an Eternal refemblance given them» which 
depend on the will or skill of the Painters or En-^^ 
gravers, are far more capable of finking men into 
vain and frivolous Imaginations, than of freeing 
them from theni: Thus we (ee that 0K^ Catho- 
.^ Ucks do inienfibly fufter their Devotion to run out

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*iifter the Image rather than the Original. You 

iaj what you pleafe Brother, (laid I) and charge 

us with (uch things ar are very remote from our 

. true fcntiments ; 111 charge you (fiid be} with no- 

. thing but whait 111 prove. Is it not certain, that 

amongft all the Images of Jtfus'Chrift and Cruci*- 

fixest fome are more honoured than others? Yo^' 

fee great Crucifixes in Churches, before which e- 

v^ry Body proftrate thcmfelves ; thefe arc great 

■ Lords fn compartibn x)f the poor Crucifixes^ that 

are on Bridges and High-Ways, who are happy 

enough, tf one amongft a thoufend moves his Cap 

. at them* 

If all Crucifixes ferve to reprefcnt to you your 

Saviour na'led to the Crofi, they have all one and 

the fame dignity ; nor ought you to (bow more 

reipe^ to fome, than to others ; feeing their dig-- 

nity refuks not from the matter wber^eof they are 

made, nor the skill of the Workmen, who gives 

. ibem what Figure'be pkaf^tb; why then do you 

make ib great a difference between them, that 

. jou'd fcarce vouchfafe (bmeof them fo much aa 

. a look, when you fall on your knees before others ? 

. wbar aafwer will you xtiake to this ? I fay (replyed 

.1) if we make any di£bin£):fon between '^icle Ima« 

ges, 'tis becaufQ fome of them do more naturally 

and Uvdily repreient our Saviour* than others do, 

^and consequently are more capable of warming 

iQur Zeal, So that (replyed be; ffcoffingly, your 

. Zi^al depends in part on the hand of a Carver or 

Painter; l believe (added he)y4>u your felf would- 

' laugh $t fuch reafons : But know, that if it be 

^goed to make ufe of Images, as helps of DevottoQ,. 

according to your Principles, the (ante, honour 

muft be netKlr^ to all : To thofe whofe workman- 

£bip di&ov^ kaft sl^li as weJilas:Qther^ i he(payfe. 
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a^ I (aid before, their dignity refiifrrnot from tHeir 
Matter or Figure, but from the Original, \»fho<e 
Image they are, or rather from the End men arm- 
ed at in (etting^rhem up^ to repreftnt Jefijs Chrift : 
So that if you make any difference between Ima-- 
ges, eirher as made of i^ore excellent mater iajb, 
or with greater Art^ and if you honour (bmc more 
than you do others, you thereby {how that your 
mind is more tixcdupon the Images, than orr the 
Original, and confiquently can^t free your ftlvcs 
from being guilty of a kind of Idolatry, 
Idolatry, feid I, (interrupting him) I am not 

Jet lb ignorant, but I know the difference between 
mages and Idols; and I believe none can juftly 
charge me with Idolatry, for having before me 
the Image of my Saviour, when I adore him. They 
are Idolaters who believe there is fbme Deity in 
the Images them(elvc» ; but for (uch who regard 
them only as reprefentation?, and* whofe mind 
tend only to the Original, they certaTnly cari't de- 
ftrve this Name. Many Catholicks, (replyed" my 
Brother) yea even moft, believe that there fs an 
hidden Vertue in forae Images; whether Crud- 
fixes or others, which work Miraclc-s, which o- 
thers don't do. Every Body runs after thefe Mi- 
racle working-hnages, whereas the 'others a^e 
comparatively but litrie regarded, I ask you now, 
whether fuch as fioek to ttiefe Images, don't indeed 
believe that they have (bmc Divine Vertue, or 
fife reverence them only as (imple Images? Iftbey 
iay that God hath cho/en theie Fmages to manifeft 
his Power by rather than others. God looks on 
knafies only as wo^, ftonej or any other matter, 
and tis injurious to bis Innnice Majefty to make 
liim accompany with his efficacy dead things, the 
works oi Mens Haadai and iiick as Mens Hands 
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can.alfo. deftory : And whence (faid J) come the 
Miracles which are wrought by chem? Mod of. 
them (anfwered he^ are meer cheaci, as I might 
prove by innumerable Examples: and as ForotherSi 
God iuSers them to happen as Evidences of his 
wrath againft a People given up to a reprobate 
SoTit, and the Efficacy of Error, as he luffered 
the Magicians of Pharaoh to work miracles : I am 
willing to believe that fome Crucifixes have Wept, 
others ha ve (poken, others have laught, and others 
have bowed their heads. The Devil is the Author 
of alt thefe operations, and not God; for when 
God difcovers any miraculous work, he makes no 
iife of Images or Idols made by tficn^ unlefi it be 
CO cau& them to fall to the grourl21,.as he did Da^ 

fon before the Ark of the Covenant : But he iliows 
IS power on men themielves, making them ac« 
cording to what they are, whether proud or hum- 
blct the objeAs of his terrible Jufticej or elfe of 
kCn Infinite Mercy. 

'Thas been always the Devils great defign to 
eftablifh Idolatry in the World, and this defign he 
managetlr according to what he finds men to be^ 
whether more refined, pr grofi and blockifL Ac 
prefent feeing that men are grown more (ubtiie 
than ever, he propofeth to them an Idolatry mora 
delicate and di(gui(ed. I (cruple not to affirm, 
that the Guides of the Church oi^gma^ concur to 
promote the Devils works : For what do they fo 
earneftly prefi the People ro the worfhip of Ima- 
ges, but onl^ to hinder them from forming an I- 
dea of a Religion that's purely Spiritual ; For ac- 
cording to their Maxim, Mens minds muft be 
kepc low, that they may be the tetter governed^ 
and may theinore quietly and without contrad!£ti- 
oa bear the Tyranny of thdr Spiritual Rulers : 

Audi 
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And this h Ae Dievirs Maxim too; And feeing 
that People are grown more refined than ever they 
vere, he would not offer them lb grofi an Idolatry 
as reigns among the barbarous. Pagans, but a (ul>- 
€ile Idolatry, which is aded under another Naoie^ 
and in different wajrs, and confifts in the worfiiip 
of Images, as 'tis praiftifed m the Church of l^gme : 
For the Spirit of darknefs veiry well knows, chat . 
the Spirit of Man is too weak of it (elf co attain tcK. . 
a Spiritual Worfhip, and that on the contrary, 'ris 
eaue to make it embrace a groffer WorOiip, by 
^i^uifing c^hings under other (hapes; And \wss 
for this End, that he introduced the Tfotfbtp of. 
Images, pretending at firft that he only offered, 
them as helps, whereby men might be enabled to ' 
ferve God the more cably, , but he well knew that 
images would certainly prove a Humbling block ; 
ifo that men would infenubly pais from the adora^ 
tion of God, and from his worfliip, to the adora<- 
tionand worlbip of losages, diredly and fitnply, 
without ever mmdmg the Original 

The Church of ^pme dealt with the People,'. 
Juft as Nurfes do with Children, bufying them 
with Babbles and Poppets. Thus it amuuth the 
People^ with Images, as though there were foine 
Deity indofed in tbem^ or that God chofe to ma*, 
niieft his Power by (uch Organs. And indeed 
thofe 'Bigots of both Sexes that are mad after tbefe 
folliesi, ^eierve to be dealt with as Children ar^*. 
Oh my Sifter, faddcd he) did you know how God 
afts by bis Word, and how it rai/eth our Souls up 
to Heaven to feek Chrift, who reigns there ci;er-. 
nally, you would not delay one, moment to bum< 
your Crucifixes, and all your ImageS|^ 

Burn tbtfm ! (faid I, ftartling at the verycxpref- 
iooJI that's DeyiliA advke indeed, aod well be- 

coning 
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'COiDine an Heretick ; who ever fpake af burniivg 
the Pidtureof him whom he honouredi ret^e&ea 
and loved above all others ; what greater Afiironta 
to Jefas Chrift than chfi ? Yes, Sifter^ added he^ 
burn 'em, I (ay, burn 'em, and lee not this alarm . 
you. Ought we not to get rid of that which kotra 
and tyes our Spirits to Matter, and (b to get rid of 
It, as never more to fee it ? Hath not our Lord (aid^ 

V^h ^*i!^^ ^^i ^ff^^i ^^' ^* ^^ ^ff% ^^ ^f ^hy^gH 

^^ offend ihee piudi U oui ? Much more ought we 
to caft away thole Stones of Offence, if they are 
any wife the Occafions of Sin ^ and we need not 
fear offending God iii (bdomg, under pretence 
that the Images we deftroy are his, for God never 
'Commanded us to make thefe Images^or to worlhip 
him by them ; Men have made them according to 
<beir own Fancies and Imaginationi and have let, 
tbem up, not for the Glory of God, but for their 
own fecret delkns, and we oiig^c to deftroy all that 
is contrary to God's Glory. 

You have doubtlefs beard tff that wonderful 
•brazen Serpent, which God himfelf caufed to be 
made for the cure of thole that were bitten by the 
fiery Serpents: for upon their looking towards it^ 
idl that were bitten were immediately ciired. Thia 
Serpent had three great Prerogatives, which none 
* of your Ina^ everhad ; for £rft it was made by 
Ood*s expreisCommand, which can be laid o( no 
other Image ;^ then by means of it many great Mi* 
Tacles, indubitable Miracles were wrought in tl^ 
£ght of all the People, after an eafie and effedual 
manner ; for 'twas but to look upon it, and they 
were immediately cured of what wus in it (elf v&^ 
iry -painful and grievous, and would ocfat rwile have 
been in its conlequences very fatal. The fineft 

^nigifix that ever was madci can do nocfaiqg wor-* 
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thy to lie compared widx thU. LdUy, *c«ras a 
Type oF Jcfus Cnrift himlelf, by looking on whom 
by Faith, we are delivered from the real fiery Ser* 
pentu : For thua fiith St. 3%}m in the 14th Chapter 
of hit Goipel, At Mpfis Uftfdfifthe Sepfent in tb^ 
iefeft^ fi muft Mlfi ihe Sm of msn be lifted uf, 

Thefe R^afb^ia^^epi, to plead ftrongly nor ooljr 
for its preie^vation in Memory of the pad Mira- 
des, and to be an Image of him that was to come; 
but alfb for its being reverenced. And the Pcofi^e 
of J/r4e/ leemed more excufable in adoring it, thaa 
you areln adoriog your Crucifixes, becauie *twas 
to thetn an Image of him of whom they had a ve- 
ry imperfeA Knowledge ; whei;eas now Chrtft if 
come, and we have a much moce perfe£k know- 
ledge of htm than the Ancient 3 em had, .and there-« 
. fore have no need of a material Image to reprefenc 
to us our Saviour. But what became of tnis bra- 
jien Serpent ? He:{fiihUs^ who was a good Prince^ 
a Prince fearing God, (eeing that the People offer- 
ed Incenfe to -it^ broke it and ftamped it to Pow- 
der; had he doneiUi he would have been punifli- 
ed, or at leaft reproyed ; Whereas on the contrarv, 
his Reign was very.happv, and blejDTed of Gocli 
becai/fe Without amuting himlelf with the fcruples 
of the Vulgar, he had taken away from this People 
the fubjed or occafion of Idolatry. We may Je^ra 
iience how good 'tis tadeilroy all that .may xauie 
us to err, not fparing it on aay reafbn, or ipecious 
pretence whatever. 

•^ God was pleafedto mariifell his jp^elence in a 
peculiar manner in the Aria, ofhis Covenant \ (b 
that he cauied the wonders of hl« Majefty to ap- 
pear where ever it was carried ; he divided Rivers, 
ihrew down the Walls of Cities, cau&d the Idoli 
<o fall before it, fmote thoulands of thole chat 
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4urft lodk into ir, affliSed rhe PhilUHms with grie- 
"vous and (hameful Diften>pers^ Hew foch as prefix- 
med only ro touch ir, and bleffed tho(e with whom 
it was lodged : Ytt that he migl^t remove every 
thing that n3i|;ht occafion anjr bre^^ih in the. true 
Devotion of hi« People, cfpecially when the Got 
pel was to be preached, he buffered thfs Ark to pe-> 
.rifli in the burning of Jeruf^Um^ that 'the Je^t 
might not have any thing to hinder them froi^ 
embracing the Go/pel. 

Yet Sifter, (added he) I don't (ay theft thin|8 
. to perfwade you to burn your Crucifixes and Ima- 
ges, but only to juftifie the expreilion I made ufe 
of; (or 'tis unreasonable to burn any thing, unleTs 
'We.have reafbn to fear it may caufe our fall ; we 
.may keep iheni as things that are indifrcrenr^ and 
I cannot approve of the indifcreet Zeal of (bmc 
Uuguentts^ that bufie ihemitlves in breaking in 
Pieces ail the Images and Statues they meet with. 
True Piety ihows not it (elf ourragious, it contents 
it felf.wuh withdrawing its own footj without 
fcandalizing the weak. 'Tis true, God often infpircd 
Jifs People to caft away &ch things as might caufe 
them to err, according to the Prophefie oi Ifaikh, 
ch. a. V. XO. •/» tba^daj/ 4 man f/iAU eaft hh Id^ls tf 
jilver^ dnd his Idols of gold ^ which they m^de each one 
for hitfiifelf to worfhif^ to the Moles^ mnd to the Bdts. 
This Prophtfie was fulfilled when the darkhefs ot 
Paganifm began tp be diffipated ; I may alfp fay; 
when the true light cau(ed the (hadows^of Popery 
CO flee away. 

My Brother feeing that I took a (ingulaf de!?ghc 
in hearing him, and that I were (bmew hat touched 
with his Difcovrfes, was about to have continued, 
yhen we heard a noife at our Chamb<r Door, at 
which 1 looked piala with fear ; for had my M'^ther 
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heard us, I rauft haire paid dear For our fyHcovsttc^ 
and perhaps loy Brocbcr too. But he being more 
boU than U went ro open the door, and found 
.that 'twas my Father, who caxne into the Cham- 
ber with a faiiiiDg Countenance; Iconfefi, mj 
Children, fiiid he, that I made you vtrj much t- 
fraid, hut I am not come to diflurbyou, nor to 
Ibre^lc dfFaConver(ation with wiikh I am extream- 
VI de|igbre(j. Afterwards turning to me, I am, (aid 
he, very well pleafed with yourBrother for what 
be hatb &id, land with ycu for hearing him ; I 
.fb^l only add this one word : If God by bis means 
touch your Heart, don't kick againft the Pricks, 
nor be obftipate againft the \ioij Spirit, when lie 
ipeaJas to your Confctence. Yoiir Brother doth 
what I ought to have done, were it not for the (b- 
lemn Oath I have too raflily taken. Never to diC- 
Gonrfe of Reliaion with my Daughters, with which 
I might well difpenfe, did I nor coniider that God 
hath given Bie a Son who hath Knowledge and 
Zeal enough for the performance of this Duty. 
. Indeed Father, (faid my Brother) you may well 
allow tne this Liberty, feeing my Mother com- 
manded my Sifter to tempt me to change my Re- 
ligion. Then you confpire, fufltne^ with tout 
Mother (faid my Father) to feduce your Brother ; 
I am very glad I know it, we will make ufe of Re- 
prt&ls : But, my Children, ufe more Prudence an- 
other tin^ when you dilcourie, for bad your Mo- 
ther heard you, as flie might have done, there 
would have been a dreadful ado, and Ferdtmand 
would have bad no more reafbn to boaft of his 
Mother's Favour. After this my Father retired, 
leaving us to difcourfe in qui^t ; in the mean time 
lay Brother pjpced the Chefs^board on the Table, 
with fomc Verf^s which be took €(ut 6f his Pocket.

This precaution was not needlefi, for my Mo^^ 
thcr liad her Spies, who informed her that both 
my Fiirhcr and mv Brother were in my Clofet ; 
fbe who was diftruftful enough in matters of Con- 
science, feared leafl in attempting to gain my Bro- 
ther (he (hould lofe me, and therefore came ^b 
liftcn to our Difcourfe ; but my Brother having 
left the Door of my Clolet open, I could eafily 
©ilcoverall that came unto my Chamber; and 
feeing my Mother, 1 gave my Brother notice of it 
by fiEns, who (eemed engaged in Play. My Mo- 
ther feeing that (he was difcovered came into my 
Clofer, and f^id to gs fmiling,^ Ah Youth, youth, 
can you find nothing wherewfth to imploy your 
ftlves but Plays and Trifles ? I believe (anfyerr d 
ffiy Brother very readily^ that you have made an 
agreement with my Father to chide us. And wby^ 
dfd he chide you ? ((aid (he). He blamed me that 
I did nothing but lo(e my time ; and told me that 
in three days he would fend me to the Army. Did 
your Father fay fb, replyed my- Mother, but he 
(hall not be Matter of his own Rcfblutions. I have 
but one Son, and have been ten years' without fee- 
ing hifh, and would he, now he is butjuft return- 
ed, fnatch him again out of my Arms ? I fwear he 
(hall never do it ; and I would fain know What he 
intetids you (hould do iti the Army, unlcfi havd 
your Braina knoqkt out. lijdeed your Father is^ 
tery unnatural. 

Ah ! Ferdinand. Ftrdinand^ your Mother lores 
you far more tenderly ; fljc would not only have 
you live to be her Comfort, but would willingly 
give the better part of her blood, that you might 
obtain another Life that endures for ever, which 
you can never hope for, while you remain what 
you ire. I thank you, Mother (faid he) with all 
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.heart, for rtie Charity you difcover towards me; 
•tJ« enough my Mother, that 'tis by you I enjoy 
jhis Life, as for the other I expea it from him 
yt\iO hath formed my Soul : But, Son (faid (he) 
you are not in the way to obtain it. I undeHland 
you Mother, re plyed he, you would perfwade mc 
that the Roman Religion is the only Religion that 
leads to Heaven ; but how can you defire me to 
believe if, (loce it ordains all Catholicksto be in 
d pCfpetu»l tfoubt of their Salvation. I can never 
believe, that that will bring me to happinefi, 
which requires me to doubt whether ever I (hall 
partake ot it. 

Here my Mother wa^ ftruck dumb, and though 
flxe was a Woman of Spirir, yet flie could not car- 
ry off this ftroak. And my Brother, who (aw that 
he had fpoken too freely, began to molifie what 
.tie had faid, by telling her that he would not ab^ 
£>)utely condemn the Catholick Rrlijion, in which 
were many things that he approved of, though 
they were much difliked by other Huguenots. Oa 
the contrary, (aid he, the Religion of Calvin (cems 
to me a little too naked and void of Ceremonies. 
Hereupon fbme cam( to call my Mother, who 
then only faid, I pray God and the Holy Virgin 
to enlighten you, and (b It ft us. Yet Ctting n was 
(bmewhat late, we were forced to break off our 
. Conver(ation for this time. 

I thought fir,«^ear Ladies, (aM Mddamoifille de 
St. Pbale^ to rehear(e thefe things at large, to (how 
you the means which it pleafed God to make u(e 
€)f to bting mc to the Knowledge of his Truth ; 
what I have further to tell you, is more curipus 
than the beginning* I perceive, (aid Msdamoipslle 
Le§nara^ by what you have already (aid, that the 
Hiftory of your Life muft have fomcwhat very 
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Father perceiving my Defign, would not fuSer ir, 
hut embraced me moft tenderly, gave me bis 
BleiSng, and fome (erious Advice. 

Immediately after this Myftery was fintfhed, 
4ny Mother entred the Chamber, and pleafantly 
ieem'd to blame my Father with having fallen 
into^ the fame fault for which he had accuftd her^ 
in not being abfe to part with his Children. My 
Father madeastho' he had.^ot heard her, and 
(aid tQ her, will ybjj Madam, that T take my leave 
of you this Night or to Morrow Morning:. To 
Morrow Morning, faid my Mother, for we'll 
Break-faft with you before you go. iSe it (b, an-* 
fwered my Father. Thus He left bisHou(e, to give 
my Mother the opportunitv of doing what he very 
well knew, tho' be (eemed to be ignorant of it. 

My Father was not a Mile off, when my Mother 
(ent for her Confeflbr, who whilft my Mother^ 
my Brother and mv (elf, were in the Garden, came 
to us. Brother, laid I, look weU to your felf^ 
I doubt you will not be able to hold out againft aa 
old Man, who hath (pent hb Days in Difputaiions 
and Books. Wh v fliould I not be able to do it v 
{reply ed my Brother) David who was but a Youths 
ana had nothing but a Sling and Stones, fmote 
^iown Goliab who was a Giant compleatly armed. 
This one Example is not enough to make a Rule, 
(aid I, *ti3 a rare thing for the weuk to overcome 
the ftrong, but 'tis very ordinary for the ftrong to 
vanquifh the weak. 

My Brother would have anfwered me, but the 
Jcfufte prevented him, by corning to falure him ; 
there were abundance of Civilities paffed between 
them, and the Father, who was well skiU'd in Flat- 
tery, fpake the mod obliging things in the World 
to my Brother, who returned a modeft Anfwer : 

But 
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But when his ttim came, he fell upon the Pratfts 
of tbe Father in (b ciirtotis a manner, that the 
Jcfuit judged from tba^ time, that Ws Converfion 
'Would cott him more Pains than he at firft imagi- 
ned. My Mother feein|[ that the Place in which 
ve were, was not proper for our Difcourfe, cau(ed 
w to enter a little Summer houfe^ in which were 
Seats and a Table of Slate.? She placed her (elf 
on the one fide With the Jefuir, and my Brother 
and I on the- other. This was the Order of our 
£cting in this Eamous Conference. 

My Mother, as Iboh as we were fettled in our 
Places, a^dreffcd her ftif td the Tefuit ; Father 
faid flie to htm, here's my Son, ' whom I bring rp 
you as a^ick Man to the Phyfician, for the reco- 
verypf his Health* I beKcve (faid my Brother) 
I amnotfick in romd, and as lor my Body I am, 
as you fee, by the Grace of God very well. There 
Is no Diftemper, fiiid the Jefuit, more dangerous 
or conta^ous than Herefie, wbfch intirely Infcds 
the beft Spirits^ and hurries them into Damnation. 
I underftand your meaning, faid my. Brother ; yba 
would prove that I am hllen into this horrible 
£ckn6fi 6f the Soul, vi:^. Herede, and would 
have me bcli/evfe that you are able to deliver me 
iiromit, fay bringing me over. to your Party. As 
lor the former, 1 can't fte wherefore you call me 
Heretick ; Db I believe any thing that is not con- 
formable to th^ Holy Scripture, or that is Con- 
demned by it ; Neither I nor any other of the 
:&eformed could ever be Convifled of this. 

You muft not think (faid the Father) that Here- 
tlcks are only luch whofi Sentiments are Condem- 
tied by the Scripture, but al(b fuch as forftke the 
Faith of the Church ; for the Church is the Sove- 
reign Judge of Heretidksy and the Scripture is a' 

dead 
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*dead thing which Hereticks wreft, givit^ it what 
lenfe bcft agrees with their o^n Fancy, and out of 
whic^fometimee take Pillars rolupport their mdfk 
pernicious Opinions. .But as for the Church, it is 
Jiving, it malkes Orders and explains rhem her fcif, 
and whoever departs from the FoiKidation9 which 
ihe hath laid, is an Heretickj and out of ebe way 
of Salvation. 

I fee Father, (aid mf Brother, that you are of 
the Opinion o^ all RoR^n Catholick Dodrors, and 
that the Holy Scripture not being favourable (o 
you, yoa will not accept of it as a Judge, but w9l 
ravifli its Authority from it^ to give it to your 
Traditions, which after all are nothing eWc boc 
Mens Inventions. Hereupon the" Jefuit imade a 
Jong Difcourfe of Traditions, and the unwritten 
Word J he endeavoured to prove that the Scrip- 
ture was not perfed^ and to this end quoted the 
Scriprure againfl it /clf ; 9ffi* wrought many Mirg^ 
eles which are not written in Ms iopl{^ ; and agait). 
Inhere aire fnanj things which Trfiis did^ wbijth bad they 
been at Written^ Ifufpefe the ffforidit filf could net 
ceniain the Books that flooutd he written: Hence he 
paiTed to the Citation of the Andent Dolors of 
the Church, as Tertullian^ Cyprian^ tUerem^ and 
divers others: He proceeded lo far as to fijr, thm: 
the Church was above the Scripture, whofe Books

any other Gofpel than what we have preached^ let him 
be Anathema ? Moft we fay here that the Dodbors 
of the Church have greater power than St. Paul 
had, for they Preach another Gofpel than this 
great Apoftleof the Nations did ? 'Tis in vain to 
pretend that St.Baui AnathematiZfeth Hich as preachy 
a contrary G 0^1, for he only faiths Another Gojz 
pel j that is to (ay, a difFerrnt GofpeL as thofe do ' 
who relate Miracles, and atcribe them to Tefus 
Cbrift, although we find no mention at all of tkem 
in the Gofpel. In fine, St. P,eter whom you ^ualifie 
with the Title of Prince of the Apoftlirs, and to 
whom you pretend the Lord gave i Supream Au- . 
tfaority,. faith, that the Ptofbefie eawie not of old time ^

this Privih ge. th^ Apoftles who were the Balis and 
Filldrs of the Church had a br belter pretence ro 
it; yet they never claimed it« but look'c on (ticli 
an Attempt %s bo^h impioua and (acrilegious. 
How guilty then arc fuchi who coming after the 
Apoftles, and having neither the Dignity nor the 
Meafure of the Spirit^ which the Apoftles had, 
have yet ni^de bold to carry their Follies into the 
^im^nary^ and j-^yn human Imaginations to the 
Holy Word of God ! There's no Man ia the 
World who is able to keep Servanta, chat will 
fiiHtr them to add.to^ or take froii hit Commands 
4s they plcafp : aitd yet« methinka^ vou would 
have us believe that God did not well mind all 
that he ought to hav/; (aid fdr our Sdvation.; and 
tj)^t in his La/v be forgot ibme Articles^ whic&^he 
afterwards l^ff to Menfigpod Inclinations.

prefume to difpofe of thoie that are the greateft ? 
For the Komao Church publifbed thefe Traditi- 
ons only t6 enlarge her rawer, and fbeftabliih 
whst (he pleated i for having gotten this Point, (be ^ 
built an Infinity of things upon it : For (he difpo*. ' 
feth of the Habitations 01 Souls after Death, puta 
a Price upon their Puni(hments, (ets Salvation ta 
^le, and offers Paradife tahim that bids rooft For 
it ; and alithis,. becaufe forfboth it plealeth us, 
and we have thus invented it ; we muft have the 
Hoi; Scriptures^ Qute of them, confirm and 
ratifie. . 

The Difproportion between the Sublimity and 
Excellency of theHol^ Scriptures, and the Weak- 
nets g£ oar Underftandmgs, is fo great, that we can 
£nd nothing in the World to parallel it : Catiji thou 
tji jfeArcbing find out God? Can/l thou find 0ut the 
Almtght)i to ferfeSion ? it is higher thorn Heaven^ 
iv^.44 CMnfl thou iinow ! It it dtefer than HeU^ wh^*" 

C4n/t thou 4o ? This is fpoken m the Book of 7i^, 
concerning Divine Providence; I may (ay the 
^me thing of the. Word of God, which we ought 
not to pretend to penetrate, much \dk to judgt of 
ir. 

I have often been adonifhed at that Impudence 
and Blafphemy, which our Enemies are guilty of» 
in faying that the Word of God i^^not perfef^. I 
y^iU^ only produce two ExampUa to (how its per-* 
fe£tion, the one taken from the Law of Rigour, 
the other from the Law of Grace. The firft are 
the Ten Commandment^cpntaiaed ih two Tables^ 

C2 ' ihc 
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the (econd is the Lord's Prayer, contained in fix 
Articles. What Man amongft all the Church of 
Men durft pretend to authorize this? For we plain- 
ly fee that God alone could be the Author or fuch 
a^worir, and that were all the L^giflators of the 
World together, they could never have compofed 
a Law, confiding only of Ten words, and com- 
prehending all the^ Sins of the World. And all the 
Do6lors of the Univerfe together could never have 
compofed a Prayer, in which in fix Articles are 
contained all the Defires that can enter into a rea- 
fonable Soul ; and whoever heard that the greater 
received his Authority from the lefi ? 

I know you'll plead that the Church is infpired 
by the Spirit of God, and therefore may judge 
what Books are Canonical, and what are not : But 
Father, that which you call the Church is not al- 
ways animated with the Divine Spirit^ and though 
it were, yet this would not prove her Power of 
judging the Holy Scriptures (bveraignly, fb as that 
there fhould be no Appeal from her Judgment ; 
tlie Spirit was not given her for this end, but that 
fhe may with reverence fubmit her felf tb them. 
The Spirit is given her properly to prevent pri- 
vate Perlbns from judging whether a Book be Au- 
thentick or no, for in this Cafe we mufl: fubmit t6 
the Judgment of the Church, who diftinguifheth 
the Books that were diftated by the Spirit of God 
from thofe. which Men would add to them, which 
are called Apocryphal, and which flie rejeds. 
This is all the Autnoritv which the Church can 
i have ; nor mull we afcrioe to her a power of ad- 
ding to the Scriptures, but only of teaching the Peo- 
ple which are Canonical, and which are not: And 
this Authority is much the ^me with that of our 
Parliaments, who receive the Letters-Patents of 

his 
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his Maiefty^ and know his Signing and Seals ; they 
publifh tbem abroad ?o be really the King's Let- 
ters, and declare their contents to the People^ 
But they do not compofe them, they do not fign 
or feal them, they dare not add any thing to them* 
whether contrary or different : But (bme Men do 
that with refpefl to God, which no Council durft 
do to its Prince. 

Tell me. Father, cannot Goldfmithsdiftinguifh 
Gold from Copper; yet they cannot. make Gold 
to be Gold, for Ms fo already of its own Nature, 
.without. their afliftance. They may indeed mix 
Silver, or Lead, with Gold, but they can never 
make this Silver to become true Gold, becaufe 
mixed with it. Thus the Churxh may indeed know 
what, istthe true God, the real Word of God, andt 
what is hoc^^but (he cannot make a new Word of 
God: Men may'alfb compofe Writings, and have 
Impudence enough to add them to the Word of 
God ; yet It doth not follow that by fo doing thpy^ 
give theni the Charadter of the Word of G^d. 
. They preach amongft you. Father, with a great 
deal of earneffneft, ;hat the Church gives Autho- 
rity.to the Scriptuffis', and confequently that Ihe 
fnufl be above them,; foas to have Power to add 
h.er Tfadit.iot\s to the facred Writings : Bbt whea 
^Il's done, the Church hath only Authcriry to de- 
clare to, the People, that what is called the Holy 
Scripture is indeed *the Word of God ; For as Gold 
would not ceafe to be Gold, though there fhould 
be none to fay^ this Is Gold, fo the Holy Scyiprure 
would not ceaifc to be the Word of God, and Au- 
thentick, tho* there were no Church to tell Men, 
tjiac fhij H^ordv^icb you read is the fVord of God.^ 

Moreover I fay, that the Canon of the Holy Scrip- 
ture being ownpd and declared in.the HrfliCouncirsy. 

C J ' W6^ 
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wc ought without any hefitation or difficulty to 
receive their determinations ; nor are wc to qoe- 
ftion in the Church the Authortty'of the Holy Scrip- 
ture, but to fiibmk our fclves to its Decrees, which 
are Truth and Righteoufoefs it felf. 

Indeed, Father, if the Church hath Power to 
judge fbreraignly of rhe Do£trine contained In the 
Holy Scriptures, ic rouft be fiippofed that in the 
Church tnere are, and always will be Men that 
are as full of the Holy Ghoft as thofe that wrote 
ihefe ficred Books, wiich is utterly falfc ; for the 
weaknefi, blindnefs, ignorance and malice o( 
thofe that oppofe the Holy Scriptures, (hows that 
they have not the leaft fpark of that Divine Spirit j 
So that ic belongs cot to Men to jud^e of the Do- 
ftrine, or to inccrpre;t what is contained in thofe 
Holy Books. If jo\y lay, that (uch as have receiv- 
ed the Holv Spirit may do it. 1 anfwer, that all . 
thofe that nave received the Holy Spirit in thtfe 
latter times, (how ir by fubmitting themiclves hum- 
bly to th<! Word of God. 

Bur, Father, f have other Arguments of greater 
force than thofe already urged ; what likelihood is 
there, that Men who know themfelves too weak 
to be fav*d, (hould yet have Power to give Autbo- 4 
rity to thofe Books, in which arc contained ^the 
means of their Salvation? hath God, who is jea- 
lous of his own GWy, given Men his Word to be 
abandoned to their Difcretion, to be controuled 
end conrefted, and to have what they pleafe added 
to it ? Is it poilible, or i.s it lawful, that fuch as are 
ignorant fhould judge of Knowledge ? Is it proper 
for thofe that are born blind to difcourfe of Light ? 
Would not every Body laugh at them fhould they^ 
attempt it ? Much more ridicvilous is it for fuch as 
ye blind and ignoanr^ to. pretend to judge of the

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HeavenJy Ltgh% and of thefabltisrtft oFatt Scien- 
ces.

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To fow Difcord between a Mother and her Son 
IS the true Work of the Devil : fo thar^ Mother, 
you will find, that your Con/clence, if you. will 
confult it as you ouabt, will exhort you to rid 
your Hands of (b dangerous a Perfon: And if 
you'll be advifed by me, take for a Confeflbr one 
that is no Jefuite, for thefe Gentlemen are never

My Brother, in a fliort time was more in favou^ 
vrith my Mother than ever, and was ft ill urging 
her to change her Conftffor. I had alfo now much 
more liberty than before, for I fpefit whole days 
in my Father's Clolet, who ftillf perfwaded me 
to renounce the Romifli Superftitions, in which he 
proved unanfwerably there was the greateft Folly* 
and Impiety ; and feeing that I delighted much in 
reading, would often give me the Key of his Clo- 
f^r, where I u(ed to read whole days together, in 
the Books of Marryrs, my Mother thinking all th^ 
while that I played at Chefs with my Father and 
Brother, which indeed I fometimesdid. The Book 
of Martyrs fixed me in my dcfign of embracing 
\, the reformed Religion. 

Mj Father perceiving me very earneft one day 

y in the reading of this Book, (aid to roe, You may 

there fte admirable Examples of Conftancy, not 

only in Men of Age and Refblution. but God h^ch 

p alio perfe£led b!s Praife inche weakness of Wo- 

y men and Children. Young Virgins, fuch as you 

\ now are, who it may be have been more tenderly 

educated than you have been, and of higher Qua- 

litj^, have joy fully endured the moft cruel Deaths : 

' neither the heat of Flames nor the (harpnefs of 
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Swordi could overcome the tnagnanitnirj of their 
'Hearts : Would you, were you called to it, be aa 
conftaat as tbbfe Young worthy Ladies were ? Fa- 
ther, anfwered I> I conFefi L look upon Death aa 
fbmewhat mod dreadbl and horrible, efpecially 
a Death in the niidft df Flames ; and there's no 
Heart £> Generouts or Sptrit Philofbphical, bue 
muft needs trfioble at tbe^hougbts of fiich a Pu« 
niflunent : 'Twas not therefore by their own 
ftrength that thefe young Virgins conouered Death 
and all its horrors, but by the Affiftaoce of the 
Holy Spirit : (b that. Father, (aid I, how^ weak 
and fearful uiever I am, yet I firmly rruft in our 
Lord, that if he call me to fiich iuffertngs, he'll 
give me ftrength to overcome them all. Yes, my 
Daughter, anlwered he, your reply is very good, 
for we have (cen that moft learned Uodors and Bi- 
Ihops have bafely fallen, when poor Peafants, Wo- 
men and Children have ftood it out. For the for* 
mer prefuming too much on themfelves, and their 
own ftrength, being left to themfelves have fallen, 
whereas the others trufting only on their Saviour, 
have bei?n maintained and ftrengthned, becaule 
they were built upon a Rock. 

'Tis good, rontinued he, to be prepared for the 
moft cruel fufFtrrings, for befides that when we 
are prepared for the greateft evils, we (hall find 
them lefs and more tolerable when th^y are come 
epon us, than we imagin'd : we flitkli al(b bethere* 
by the better enabled to bear thofe lefler evils, 
which would appear very great and dreadful if % 
tbey found us unprepared, f forefee that ^ou will 
be expofed ro great temptations, you will be at- 
tacked on the one hand by the Flatteries, Carefles 
and'Tears of a Mother that loves you» and on the 
other band by the Perlecutioos of your Relations, 

Miferies, 
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^^Kerie$, Imprifbnmenr, or Baniflifnent, anrd ic 
may be Death it&lf, for Ml (he(c chingi are the 
X«or of new Converts. You will leave thofe CroG 
les of Goldy Silver, Wood and Scone which you 
now adore, to bear the true Crols of the Lord, the 
. Affltdiotis and Rq)roache8 of this World. I hope, 
Ikx^ I9 that God who hath wrought in roe this Ho- 
ly Defire^ will «ot kave his Work iroperfe£^, but 
'wiJl carry it on to his Glory and my Salvation. 
irhis was all the Converfation wc had at that 
-time, only my Father told me, that he wifht that 
-be could Difcourie with me again about thefe 
^hingSj but added, that he could not be able to do 
it ib fbon as he defired ; for, faid he, I am concern- 
ed for your Welfare more ways than one. Here- 
upon I withdrew, without making any refle£lion 
on thdfe laft \yqrds. The mean while the time 
pdTed away very inftnfibly, till the day came,' 
which to me proved very fatal. 

One day the Weather being very fair, my Fa-* 
ther and Mother went to walk in the Garden, and 
invited my Brother and me to Accompany them, 
which wc did, and as my Father and Mother 
were difcourfing of (bme new Knots and Beds to 
be made in the Garden, we not much mindin(( 
this Diftourfr, left them, and went to Walk in 
iovae of the Ihaded Allies ; and after having talk'c 
of divers things, the heat growing infupportable, 
we went towards a Summcr-Houfe that ftood at the 
lower end of the Garden, which my Father had 
been very careRil to adorn with variety of curious 
pictures, and in one Frame there was my Brother** 
Pi^ure in the habit of a Warrior, and mine in 
that of an 4mA:((m \ nor could any Pidlures be more 
exadly drawn than thefe were. We were juft a- 
bout to have enored the Hou(e, when we heard 
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two Perlbns difcourfing rogcrtier, but their Voice 
was unknown to ui. G^r Curtoliry led us to heark- 
en, and we i mined lately heard the Voice of a Man 
fiying, don't you remember the Painter that lodg- 
ed at our Houfcy that toM us he had drawn Monfi^ 
eur de Ponfinj^ and MMdsmoifete de St. Ph^h^ like a 
Warrior and an Am(t:{m ? What fay you, Sifter^ 
of theft Eyes, of this Mouth, of the Majdlick aJr 
of all the Countenance? Ifyourltberty, (anfwer- 
ed a moil charming^ Voice) be loft by the fight of 
a Piflure, what will become of you when you 
have feen the Original, I believe you'll certainly 
dye at the firft view of it. But obftrve al(b the | 
PliSlure of the Brother, which is no left worthy to ' 
be taken notice of than that of the Siller. 1 be- 
lieve, anfwercd the Man's Voice, the Pifture of 
the Brother hath had no lefs influence on you, * 
than that of the Sifter hath had on me ; and if you 
die not at the fight of it, you'll at leaft-be fhrewd- 
ly wounded by it. You are not too, wife, r^plyed 
the other Voice, they are both in the Garden, and 
it may be hear all that we fay. let us go hence, 
leaft they furprixe us bufie about trifles. You 
fhould never, anfwered the Brother, draw me from 
this loveljr Pi£lure, if I were not fure to find the a 
Original in the Garden ; after which they iinn^c- ^ 
diately left the Houft, and we made as though we 
^ad not heard a word of what pafled. 

In the mean time my Brother and I had a great 
defire to laugh and rally each other on what we 
bad heard \ we went not into the houle as we at 1 
firft deGgned, but continued our walk, at length 
we perceived at the end of another Alley, a Young 
44an leading a Damiel, both very richly clad, and 
of a moft illuftrious Gate and Carriage ? This 
furprt^ing rencounteri though at a confiderable 
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dtffance, caufed us all Four to ftop for (ome tim<r, 
being tMider a great Aftontfliment ; after which we 
"wenrforwarA?, and the nearer we approached eacfr 
other, the more lovely rhe new Comers appeared 
to us-; at length my Brother and the Strange 
Gentleman doubled their pace^ and leaving u^ both 
behind them, met in the^midft of the Alley, where 
admiring each other, a ihoufand Carcffes and 
Civilities paffed bctweenthem. In the mean time 
the Lady and I alfb met, and the more I iook'd ort 
her the more beaut ifbl T found her \ and (he alio 
conCidered me very attentively, but we were inter- 
rupted, flw by my Brother, and I by hers, who 
came to (alutc us. What wai faid b^ thefe Gen- 
llemeh, wa« fpoken with fo much diwrder that we 
cafily perceived it ; but For the Ladies parr and 
mfne,''weacco(ledeacK other, though wich much 
tendernefi and fmcerity, yet with more readinefs 
of Sptrir. 

*Tis cafic to divine, that theft two were Mcnfisur 
Ji HauuCcuT^ and MxdMtnoifeig Je G^rifiiies his 
Sifter, the Snn and Daughter of Kionfiiur and' 
Madftm de ^ebe^BUncbe. I (hall (ay nothing oF 
theft two Perlbns, but only that Mdd^moifeSe de 
GarifoBes is the true Pi&ure of her Mother, in 
Beauty, Spirit and Vertue. As for the Brother, 
befieds that he is a very neat Perfon, having no- 
thing in his Carriage but what is very Noble, and 
is loved and efteemed by ali that know him ; 1^ 
believe that we (hall fte hith at Hifnburg ; foi^ 
which realbn I (hall not give you a more exa^ 
De(cription oi him, and it may be (h'ould I do it^ 
you may )udge me guilty oi partiality. 

We continued our Walk, without m^'ndiog the 
heat, which waatheo extream ; My Brother, who 
at the firft rencounter, was fmitten with the raofb 
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▼iolent Paffiofi m the World; at he 6nce cxxtitStA^ 
cnterrainM himfelf with MMiamoifili dtQ^rifiU^M^ 
as Menfiffur ii H*u$^99r did With me ; we had 
bardly begun a Difcourfe, before a Lacmiey came 
to call Uft to the reft of the Company : I can't er- 
prefi the Carei!et which Mm/ieur and Msdsm de 
Hecte^BUncbe made me, nor the Ctvilittes that 
pafled between 'em and my Brother. My Mother 
was extreamly raviOied at the fight of (uch admi- 
rable Perlbns as Mmfieur de H4ut^C$ur and his 
Sifter were; this ktter (he kiffed an hundred times^ 
and fpake the moft obliging things in the World, 
lo which M4d4mo$fiUe de G^rifiSes alwayv replyed 
like a Perfbn of Spirit and ^ood Senfe. 

Never was there more pv, or greater Union 
among eight Perfbns, the Fathers and Motheri 
laying afide their Gravity, return'd to the. old^ 
Paftlmes of their Youth, Cich as Dancing, Mufick 
^iHrl Plays, and by an Emulation, which one woul^ 
have thought concerted, but it was not, Monlieur, 
de H^ut Cowr endeavoured to infinuace into my 
Mother's Favour, and (ucceeded, and my Brother 
was very much refpe6);ed by Madam ir , Jhcbe^ 
SUnehc^ with whom he had much DilcouFie in^ 
private. ' As for Monfieur de Reeke Bidncbe and ray 
Mother, they were presently great Friends, bv tte 
knowledge which they had in the fecrtts or Na« 
ture. MonGeur de Heche BU^tebe^ who had been 
a great Traveller, and bad read much ; and had 
alfb a very penetrating Spirit, informed my Mo* 
fher of many curious Secrets ; (b that they refblv* 
ed to maintain a Correfpondence by Letters to im^ 

Eart their (ecrets to each other, and refblve the 
)oubts that might arile about them ; My Father 
al(b and Madam de ^cbe Blanthe had many long 
Conver&tbns together : So tba( there was none 
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of ut but was well employed, aivd cook a great' 
4eal oF Plealiire co be (b. 

I (hall not give you a particular Account of alk 
Jthe Diveifioos we had for an wh<^e Week together, 
nor of the Ma(que that we played, in which Mon- 
fieur ir Haut Our and his Sifter appeared under the 
Figure of ^f^BQ and Di4iiif, the iirft in Cloth of 
Gold, and the latter in Cloth of Silver : My Bro- 
ther represented the God of Mmts^ and I the God- 
defs of Arts and Sciences, for we had cbofi; Habits 
in ourhoufe asfrefii as they were the firft day 
they were macfe, though that were io the days of- 
H<nry the 4th. And my Father whom 1 had'^ 
always (een very Grave, was the firft that put us 
upon thefe fports. 

Yet were not the Hearts of all (b filled with joy 
as to hinder my Father, and Madam Je i{9cbe^ 
BUnth9 from contriving (bmething in which we^ 
can never be too (eriou«, which Madamoiielle 4rr 
GarifpSa and I thus dilcovered : Our two Brothers 
md Lovers, I may well term them (b, one day 
jrofe very early in the Morning to ride a Hunting, 
.£} chat we ftw them not till towards the Evening, 
in the mean time my Father intended to regale hi^r- 
Guefts in a Grotte which was in the Garden, 
where my Mother with Monfieur df i{ocbe^BUnche 
were, whilft his Wife was with my Father in a- 
^reen Cabinet on the other fide. MsdMrnoifeUe de 
GgrifoBes and I walking by chance near the great 
Cabinet, I diftin£Uy heard my Father's Voice, and 
fibe very well knew that of her Mother. A fuddea 
Curiofity of hearing their Difcourfe feized us botb^ 
at once, and being in a private Place we filentl/s 
liftned and heard my Father fpeak thus. 

As for my Son (&id he) 1 have.no reafon to be 
diffattsfied with him ; he htth Judgmeoc and Spi* 
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rir enough, and his Inclinations lead him to Jbftf 
and Vertue, and to confefi the Truihv I woaW 
fain ^e hinn provided for as foon as f9i^6re\ both 
becaufe he is my only Son, whom I would have 
married during my Life : And becaufe I fear leafl 
the Relations of my Wife engage him in a March 
1 fhouid not approve oF. You know Madam with 
what Paflion I once loved you, but Divine provi- 
dence hath otherwHe d]Q>ofed of us, but it may 
be it will ble^ and prolper what I am about to 
propofe, «/:{. The Marriage of my Son with 
MadMimifeh your Daughter: Your Prppofal re- 
plyed Madam d9 H^chc-Bianche is too advantageous^ 
not to be accepted ; and I believe you will find a 
great deal of^ comfort in having her with yow. 
YcF, Madam, snfwcred my Father, the Vertues of 
the Mother thine forth in the Daughter ; and this 
i^ what hath made me dtfire her to be in my . 
Houfe, and the infepirable Companion of my Son. 
It may be, Madam, in thefe times of Milery you 
were at a lofi how to find out a (iH table Match for 
her. You arc in the right, ('anfwered fhej and yoa 
have freed me from a great deal of Care and Trou^ 
blc, the Lord blefs our good Intentions ; and here- 
upon they ft ruck Hands in token of Agreement, 
which M^izm de Hoebe BUnche engaged her Hus- 
band fliould ratifie : And my Father promifed the 
like for his Wife: And.fhill we nor, faid my Fa- 
ther, discover this to our Children, who are the 
Parties concerned ? I believe, anfwered Madam 
d9 l(fche BUnebe^ they sre more troubled bow to 
get ourconfent^ than they will be to find that we 
have engaged them without diicourfing them 
abottt it. ^ ^ 

During this Difcourfe, . whir h MadamoifeBe d$ 
Q^rifoBu and I di^in^ly heardt' fhe blufh'd exv 
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treamly, wkich much added to Tier Beatftjr, and- 
fixed her Eyes on the ground, being afhamcd to* 
loofc aw ifj the Face : But .1 drew her out of this- 
fiirprize» by embracing her, faving, My dear Si- 
fter let me give you the firft kifj, flie alfo embra- 
ced me, but with (bme confufion. But the Curio- 
fity we had to hear the reft of M^ti^m de J^cbe 
Slanch\ Difcourle, obliged us to break off our Ca*- 
rcfles for the prefenr . 

Yo\y have made me one Propofal, continued- 
Ihe, ril n<tw make you another, about another* 
Marriage, i under ftand what you mean (faid my^ 
Fatherjand^onfent toirwithall my Heart; 'tis 
of Monfieur your Son, with my Daughter, but in 
thi^ Buflnefi we muft ufc a great deal of circum'^ 
fpe£kion. My Daughter is, as I have told you,* 
of the Reformed Religion in her Heart, but bet 
Mother is a bigotted Roman CaihoUcJc \ I estpcd'' 
only a favourable opportunity to make my Daugh- 
ter decbre her Irlf, and in this I beg yottto help* 
me aan^eid requires with your Counfct and Affift-' 
ance. The Relations of my Wife are powerfut^- 
and flae is almoft Mad in the Point of Religion^, 
but it may be we may find means to get her Gon- 
(inr. Although you did not engage me, repjyed 
Mmdam de £{ccbe Blancbi^ by the hopes you give^ 
me, yet L were obliged to this as a Chriftian, and^ 
kt Mad4w^ your Wives Rrlattons be as powerful^ 
and have as much Authority as they will, they 
fii^ll .find that neither M<Mf/?«/r de Haut-Cvwr nor I 
will (how our felves bafe in this mattcTx, andhero. 
tbeyftruck hands again. 

Weil, my double Stfteri kidMadiimoifelJeJ0^ 
^4rffolles to me, we have nothing now wherewirh 
to reproach each other, and you blulb as well aa 
hi theic words were followed with a ftcond Em^^ 
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brace, after which we found fo ftraoge anlndina*^ 
tton to laugh, that we were forced to leave the 
Place we were in, left we (hould be difcovered by 
the noift. As foon as we were gone a confide rabfe 
diftance. and were in full Liberty, we had a 
hundreci pleaiant Dticoorfes on what we heard. 
In the mean time our two Brothers being returned- 
from Hunting, came to feek us in the Garden, 
iwhere they found us. As (bon as we faw them, wo 
had much ado to forbear breidting out into another 
laughter, faowerer we con<|iiered our Inclination 
for the prefenr, and promifed each cither to diA* 
Cover nothing of what we knew ; which- Promife 
you may eafily guefi how well we kept. 

My Brother taking MaJMmcifiUi de Garifilhs by 
the hand, walked into another Alley, and leFt me 
with Monfieur Ji H^mX^ut^ who looking eameftly 
upon me. You are very pleafanr,^ MaJamptfelh^ 
&id be ; how happy (hould I be, if you could^ 
communicate to me a little of that Joy that(hfnea> 
in your Eyes ! Ah I Monfiem^ anfwered I, Icannor 
communicate this Joy to you only by feeing me : 
H this were ppffible, {diA he. Interrupting mc) 
I; might alfb Comitiunicate to you what paued ia 
my heart, but you are (b happy, and I fo milerablef 
rhat you cannot partake of iny MelanchoUy, nor 
I'of your Joy. But (ftW I) fince my Joy hath no 
other Foi^dation but a Trifle, it may be your 
Melancholiy is occafioned by fbmcwhat of no^ 
greater* Importance ; (b that you may h^ve no^ 
feafon to ji*dgc me very happy, noryour*felf very 
jniftrable* 1 feel Canlwered he) mine own Mifery, 
and none^ befides can be fenfible of its Greatnefi. . 
Yet (faid 1} you are )6coJ[e, you fiog, you dance, 
you hunt, vou perform a thoufand pleafantAfti^ 
oitf4 yoMMaianchoUy muft either be very bafii:* 
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iikkel whldi h would' not were he to Marry any 
cither. 

I being much entangled br this Difcourfe, wa» 
willing to divert tt, and to f^k in fa\rour of my 
Brother. You have no need) faid Monfieur d& 
f l^bi BUncbe to fpeaic for him ; and I am extream*^- 
f \f pkafed with the Paflion he hath for my Daugh«- 
oer, and I wifti my Sbn were in as fair away ?or^ 
(he Eftablifliroent of his Happlne&as my Daughter 
is ; but I have too long pryed into theftcrets of 
your Heart ; but this was not the chief Reafbn^. 
tiiat made me deftre to dKcourfe whh you ; but 
Ats, Your^ Father having informed me of your 
Good Inclinations to reje£l the Romifli Errors^ I- 
offer vou mv Perfon, my Moufe, ray Effiate, my 
Famiiyi ana my Son ior your afCftance in this 
matter ; make as firon as you can an Abjuration^ 
» which cannot but turn much to your Advantage. 
After this we bad much other Di(courfe, and be 
gave me a great deal of good Counlel, (br which I' 
was very much obliged to him^ At length we 
* joyned the reft of the Company, and immediately 
after Monfieur and Mndam Jc E^ochi^'Blanche^ my 
Father and ^otfaer^ left us, to Dtfcourfe among 
rhcmftlvcs, at which none of the younger Perfona 
were at alt troubled. 

I flisli not repeat all that pafled between us four^ 
nor what ^Msj^^EMiTi/^ Hant Ccur fiid to me^ but I 
imift not pafs over in filence a'DJfcotirfe I had in 
the Evening with my Mother, whrti every Body 
Was reived to their Chambeiij: WelY^fuftine, faid 
fte, Monfieur ie Haut^Cmtr loves you, and without 
doiibt hath not failed of declaring it to you.

He was with her about an hour 
and half in the Ahernooni and (he feemed very 
well fatisfisd with the Converfation (he had with 
him. We all of us went into the Garden, but 
were nothing fo che2rful as formerly, the thoughts- 
of a (eparation fpoiling all our Mirth. My Mother 
bad another Difcourfe with Monfieur deHaut'Cour^ 
and one with Monfieur de l^pche-Biaache, My Fa- 
ther entertained him(elf with Madamoifelle dc Ga-^ 
fi/ol/ej an3 me, and my Brother with Madam de 
J^che-BUnchc \ what pafled is not worth relating. 
The next Morning beinf; come, our dear Guefts, 
after many tender Adietis, took Coach to return, 
and left us very well fatisfied with their Compa- 
ny, but very much afflicted at their Departure* 

My 
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My Brother having acquainted my Father wi A 
my Mocher't Defig ns on Monfieur de lUme^citr^ 
be judged (be Conjundure very ^vburable, and 
that ^wat fit to amufe her with fame fiich Hopes, | 
with the doing of which I were intruded. Mjr 
Brother had communicated his Thoughts to Mon- A 
lieur Je Hsui^Ccur^ who a&ing in concert/ wrote ^ 
roe fuch paflionate Letters, as though he woykl 
have ftuck at nothing to obtain me. My Brother 
on the other hand« although he was afiured of mv 
Father's Consent with rcfpeA to Madamoifelle Jf 
Qsfifitis ; yet he prayed my Mother to fpeak of 
it to my Father, who returned a favourable anfwerc • 
In a wordi all things went well enough, when 1 ^ 
found my (tlf utterl]^ ftript in a moment, of all 
that Tranquility which I emoyed, expeAing a j 
favourable opportunity to make my Declaration. 

Thb Stroke fo fid, that I have reafon for ever 
to lament it, was the Death ot my Father, with 
whom I majr truly fay, all my Joy died too, and 
all my pleauires are buried. He fell Tick feme day t 
after the departure of Monfieur de E^ebi BUncbe^ 
This DiQemper was fb (harp and violenr, that we 
begun to doubt of his Life almoft as (bon as he 
complained ; and the firft dav that be took his j 
Bed, he foretold that he (hould never riie. tnore. 
His Hidden and violent Sickneii fo overwhelmed 
my MotherV Spirit, that we thought (he would 
have accompanied my Father, who in the height of 
his Diftemper, di(cour(ed always with the famtf - 
Moderation and Judgment (hat he had u(ed wheri '% 
he was in perfc& Health. My Mother was fo 
weaknedy that (he could be carried but twice 
to (ee my Father, and that with all imaginable 
Inconveniencies ; yet (he would have me 
always wuh him. to ferve him; and I believe that 

God 
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<3od ordamed it (hould be thus, that I might have 

opportunity to Difcourjfe more familiarly with my 

Father, who (pake fuch thitigs as I ibsill never 

forget. Particularly oa a certain day wiien he 

iaw me by his Bed-fide, he (pake thus: 

My dear Daughter, I (houm Joyfully ]e$,Yc this 
Life, if I (aw your Bod^ out of the fink of Super- 
Astion> as your Mind is. I always thought God' 
would have made 4](e of me in (o ^ood a Work, 
but I now (ee that in his Eternal Council he hath 
decreed to finifhthis great Work by another hand, 
for which I ble(s his Holy Name, as indeed we 
ought to blels him for all things : And becau(e I 
feel my Life dealing away by little and little, and^ 
that in a (hort time you'll fee me only a dead 
Carkafs, take care to remember and profit by what 
you (hall now hear. 

Never had any one the de(ign Ikat you have^ 
and perfifted in it, but found bim(elf (unrounded 
with a multitude of Calamities. When men re(blve 
to embrace the Truth-, they mu(l al(b re(blvc to 
enter into a vale of Tears, and into a Path co- 
vered with Thorns ; that is to fay, they muft 
re£)Ive to bear (uch hard and cruel Tryals and 
AjfiliAions, as that 'twere impoffible to bear them 
without the fpecial Grace of God. This hath made 
many who began to walk in the way of Truth, 
withdraw upon the fight oi the many Labours, 
Mi(eries, and Reproaches wherewith they muft 
encounter, and return to their old courfe of Mirth 
and Pleafure, who(e End is yet weeping and 
gnaihing of teeth. 

How many things muff you (uflFer, before you 
can pujr your good defign in Execution ! It may 
may be it will be difcovercd ; it may be your 
Mother when (he hears of it, willcaufe you to be 
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carried lay IPorce into a Nunnery, befides other 
ieverities which (he'll ufe towards you. It may be < 
idfo your Relations will try by all imaginable Flat- 
tery and Kindnefs to turn you from your Relbluri- 
on^ and will not have recouife unto rigour, till i 
t^ey fiiid all their promifes and alluremc nts inef- J 
fe6tual. Try yourfelf, Jtjftine^ w4iether you are % 
able to refill this variety of Temptations ; for if 
you find you cannot bear thofe Tryals, 'twere 
better for you to abide what you are, than after^ 
having embraced the Truth to Apoftntixe from it, 
by which you would far raoregrievoufly fcandalixe 
Mep, andofiendGod. 

But fuppofe you eCc^e all thofe.Miferies and j 
Violences wherewith you are tbreatned by the Pa- 

tnfts, yet you muft undergo others from the Re- 
ormed, which are no lefs terrible and inevitable: 
Don't expeA ttiat the Integrity of their Manners 
fhould always correfpond with the Holinefs of their 
Religion. You'll find amongft them neither that 
Piety nor Charity, nor Modefty, nor Patience, 
oor Wcanedn^fe from the World, which you may 
fancy they have. Very few amongft them will 
take Notice of what you have done ; and fuch jas 
do, will yet do ic with fb much feeblene/i, cold* 
ne^t and as it were conftrainti that you'll be in 4 

![reat danger of being fcandalized to fee their Hearts 
dcftirure of Zeal as- they are. 

You (my Daughter) have been tenderly Educa- 
ted in your Father's Houfe, of a very Ancient and 
illuftrious Family in ProvencSf nor were you in ^ 
likelihood to have left your Father's Houft, unlcfi 
to enter into that of an Husband worthy of you ; 
But alas, I fear you'll find it very hard to be forc'd 
from your own Country and Inheritancei to go in- 
to ftiange Countries, where you may be attacked 

with 
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With M!fcry or Sicknefs^ or the Pcrfecutions o£ 
your Relations, or it may be with all theft Erils 
together. Can your Heart, which hath been uftd 
to Grandure, Delicacy and Pleafures, endure to 
be in Contempt, by reafon of that Want and Indi- 

i gence to which you may be reduced ? Will it not 

^ I'egret the Onions and Flefh-pots of Egyff ? Have 
you Resolution enough to bear the being thrown 
from the higheft Profperiry into the loweft Abyfi 
of Adrerfity in a moment ? Speak, Juflsne^ arc you 
refolved to bear all thefe, and it may be fuch Evils 
as are yet more terrible, which it may pleaft God 
to try •you with ? 

One of the firft Reflexions (faid I), that I evec 
made after I began to read the Holy Scripture, was. 
That I rauft prepare to bear the Crofi of the Lord 

r }efus, if I would follow him ; and although I repre^ 
iented to my mind all the Tribulations which may 
befid us, under the moft terribleldeas in the World, 
yet they could not hinder me from defiring to 
be joined to our Lord^s invifible and Catholick 
Church^ 

God ftrengthen you (continued my Father) in 
this Holy Relblution, and fupport you by the Ef- 
ficacy of his Holy Spirit, if you earneftly i^ray 

' unto himt he'll beftow on you fuch Confolatibna 
as will make you regard all yourAfHid^ions as light 
and eafie. Remember, Daughter, that nothing 
can be more honourable than to abandon the 
Pomps and Pleafures of the World, to follow Jefus 

'O Chrift in Reproach and Shame ; and nothing can 
be lb excellent and lovely as to range your (clT ua- 
der his Condu6l in a time when Rich as are bit 
(eem about to leave him. Let no DifiRculties Dif* 
courage ^ou, and though your whole Life Ihould 
be ^nc in Contempt and Mifery ; yet your Trou« 
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blcs are but for a Momr nti compared to that Glo^ 
rjous Immorcality that wairs for you, 

I reprelent rhefe things toj^pu in thrir blackeft 
Colours, to prepare vour Spirit for Conftancy \$h^ 
dcr the moft terrible AffliAions: but i( may be 
God vn\] gracioufly prevent your being expofed t9 
tbem ; yet 'tis good to be prepared for whatever 
niay bappen. You have often found a great deal 
of Pleafure in reading the Hiftory q( the Martyrs, 
'tis the bed Book you can read next the Holy Scri* 
ptores. Continue ftill ro read it, you'll therein find 
what will inflruA and confirm you in the Truth ; 
You'll al(b find Examples of all (brts of Perfons to 
help yaou fo per(evere in the true Religion to the 
Death. 

During this Difcourfe of my Fatbrr, I fi^lf oa 
my Knees and kifled his Hands, not being able to 
fpeak a word : But my Father went oi^ and lay- 
ing his Right Hand on my Head, gave me bts- 
Blefling in thefe Words : My Daughter, faid he, 
God who beftows excellent Favours on fuch dying 
Perlbns as he loves, hath in a manner, ab^lutely 
incompreherfible to Fle(h and Blood, revealed to 
me, That he will accoroplifb all my Hopes con- 
cerning your entire Gonverfion, and your Perftvc- 
rance in that Truth which you have already inter* 
nally embraced ; wherefore I beleech our good 
Lord, abounding in Eternni Mercies, that he would 
blefi you with Spiritual BleiSngs, through Jefus 
Chrift our Lord ; that his Power may fhine rorch 
in your Infirmities, and his Praife in your Weak- 
nefs; that he would make you vi&orious over all 
the Stratagems and AmbuOies, and all the open 
violences of your Enemies ; that he would be your 
Father^ and his Holy Spirit your Guide in all your 
ways, to the end that you may finiih your Life to

the Glory of your God. Heavenly Father (fiid 
h^ Ufiing9f bii bdndh) I recommend to thy Pro* 
te£lion thif poor Sheep, which thou haft begun to 
draw to thy (elf. Deliver her from the Mouths of 
ravenous Beads ; fiie is thy Creature^ (he is thine 
Im^ge^ (he hath been redeemed by the precious 
Blood of ebv well beloved Son, leave not thy work 
imp^rfedl, out* vouchfafe her an entrance into thy 
Spiritual Sheepfold, that (he may have an afilirance 
of entring thy Glory. Hear, O Lbrx], the Prayers 
of thy dying Servant, who calls on thy Name 
through the Merits of thine cnly Son our Saviour. 

When, my Father had ended, I again kiiTed his 
hanclf and .had only Power to fay thus. MonHeur^ 
iaid ty I will not ((aid he) have you call me thus, 
I am your Father. Father, then (aid I, I am (b 
entirely refignea .to your Will, that I am ready to 
obey you immediat/cfly, without any farther delav 
or precaution, happen what will. No, ihy Chilci, 
((aid he) you mutt know that true Pietv doth not 
make Perrons rafh in their Actions : ril give your 
Brother (uch Diredion as I iudgc fie *, do you, obey 
him, and you 11 do well enough. 

At this very inftant my Brother came into the 
Chattiber : I am ytty glad to fee you, (aid my Fa* 
thcr, to recommend your Sifter to your Care, to 
whoqi you muft for the future be a Farher, what* 
ever it coft you. Monfietu- and Madam de Bochc^ 
^Unebe m^ afCft her in making her Ab]uration| 
which as (bon as (he hath done, take care to (ena 
her f nto Geriwifw; to our Relations there. I know 
your Mother will be mightily enraged at it, but 
tis belter to obey God than Men. Ufe fuch (ecrc- 
cy in. what you 00, as a bufinefsof this importance 
requires; efpecially let none know which way 
your Sifter if gpne, nor where (he is : I have Cdken 

t% Car* 
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Care that you Ihall be fufficienrly provided witii 
Money for this Expedition ; In other things foUov 
yeur own judgment. Above all, beg God that he 
vould direil you to fuch means as are moft proper 
for the accompliftiment of this Defign. As for 
other Affiirs, follow my Direftioos ; efpecially 
(hew all imaginable refpedl to your Mother, as 
your own Dutjr, her Virtue, and that tender Love 
ihe hath for you requires. 

My Father would have continued his Difcourfe, 
but was feized with a fainting Fit, without doubc 
occaGoned from his (peaking beyond his ftreogrh. 
I was {o affrighted at it, that I cry'd out fi> loud 
chat all the Srevants of the Houfe ran to our afGft- 
ftnce. At Ibngth he revived again, and recjutred 
that a Minifter might be calleo. I have (faid my 
Brother) fent for one, but he cannot poifibly be 
here this Night : Well (ftid my Father) this (hall 
not hinder my dying like a good Chriftian. He 
defired to fee my Mother, and I went to call her, 
and (he came into my Father^s Chamber (b pale 
and diforder'd, that I thought (he would have Died 
before him. Madam, (faid he) this is the time, 
the Moment of our Separation, after having lived a 
long time very happily together : I defire to (ee 
you for two Reafons, the one to thank you for 
the Care you have taken of me, and that Affe£lion 
you have (hown me ; and the other that you 
might be a Witnefi ' of my Death, and that you 
tnay judge whether it be poflible that fuch as die 
in the Lord, as I am fure thro' Grace I fliaH, 
ihould be damn'd, as your ConfefTors oblige you 
to believe. 

My Mother could not hear the(e &d words 
without finking down on my Father^s Bed, through 
Grief. Alasj Sir, faid (hci may I Dot die with 

you J

you ! What (hould I do in this World,^ having 
k>ft you, after having lived Co fweetly with you t 
1 Conjure^you, Sir, (fiAd (he) if 1 have failed ia 
i^rving you according to your Merit, that you 
would Pardon my Ignorance.

(faid my Father) no realbn at all to complain of 
you ; on the contrary, I have been very happy in 
you, and therefore I Command m^ Children to 
obey you to the Death, (laving in Matters o£

deprived 01 my Rleiung. But, Madam, I mufi: 
end this Difcpurfe to think on what is much more 
important, for time is very precious ; and remain^ 
ing lilent for fbme time, and having taken a fmsll 
draught of a Cordial Portion, «he with an iiitelli-' 
gibleVoice, Prayed thus, after h^ had defired my 
Mother to be attentive to it, and not to be diC 
pleafed with. his Words.

endeavours to affift us, and get us thence. The 
whole Houie was full of nothing but grief and- 
forrow. My Father governed his Houft with 
fuch Order and fcvere Swcetneft that alt the Ser- 
vants loved him, andyet trembled in his Prefence: 
They were therefore exceeding Corrowful for the 
lofi of fb good a Matter : But befides, tliey faw 
the Wife little different from ber^ Husband, and 
the Son and Djughter from their Father. Mjr 
Brother being of the ftrongcft Nature, was the 
firft th^t recovered, and came to him(elf« and took 
a fpecial Care of my Mcther, and al(b of me, wh(\ 
was longer bereft of my Senfes rban.any other, 
^s I bad good rea(bn to be^ for I bad been happy, 
bad I died that rcry moment. 

Nevct* wai^ there greater defolatfof^tha^stbat my r 
Father^ Death caufed in our Family ; m^Moihti^ 
fi)ent whole Dtiy$ and Nrgbts in Cotafmm^ my 
Br6ther, Who was of a very adtive Spirit,^ j^ceied to 
have k)R all his Vivacity ; and for my 'jptrt t Ifd 
a very languifhing Life, hoping tbac in l%end I 
fiiould be overwhelmed with Grief, and mfireby 
efcape the Mifcries which my Father had fortjtojdi 
whofc Predictions the event fully confirmed. In 
the meantime my Brother took Care fqr my Fa- 
ther's Funeral, which was a very honourable ome, 
and at which were many Pfcrfbns oi the highcAr 
Quality, whom my Father's Virtue and Integrity; 
bad made his Admirers. 

This was but the beginning of my farrows, for 
F&oo found mx felf ki a Labyrinth of fuch peer 

E'4a fiog^ 
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fing Miferies, that 'tis a kind oF Miraclei^ that i 
could bear up under them ; for I found my (elf at 
once deprived of my Father by Deach, of my Bro- 
ther by Abfence, and Separated from my Mother 
by an Implacable Hatred which fte had conceived 
agaii|ft me, which itfeemed probable (he would 
never lay afide. ^ 

My Mother had provided me with a Waiting- 
Maid that was a Cathoiicl^^ and withal the moft 
wicked and dangerous Hypocrite in all the King- 
dom. My Father and Brother had often advifed 
sae to beware of her, which I did, (b that (he 
could never know what paffcd between mj Fa- 
ther, my Brother and me« what diligence foever 
(he ufed to pry into it, which vexed' her exceed- 
ingly ; for my Mother had placed her with me a^ 
a Spy over all my adlions, and had promifed her 
a large Reynard it (he would dUcover what (he 
knew« both concerning me in particular, and all 
the reft of the Houfe. Yet was I once fo imprudent 
as to lock up (bme Papers in her fight in a little 
JBox (with the Key of which I would never truft 
herj which Papers were written with my Bro- 
ther's hand, and contained the Di(cour(e$ that he 
had with the Father Manbtw^ and (bme Notes on 
divers points of ControVerfie. 

When I was (ick. my Maid reiblved to fteal my 
Key from ine, and I was (b low, that I negle£led 
all my ordinary Precautions, nor did J when I 
opened' my Box ob(erve that any thing had been 
taken out of it. In the mean time this cunning 
^jbt Santrene^ knowing that (hould (he have car- 
neB thefe Papers to my Mother during the height 
o^her flffli£lion, (he (hould not acallplea(e her^did 
wB'at was far more devilifli, carrying the(e Papers 
her (elf to the Father Mdnbem, adatng what (be 
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chowht fit by word of Mouth. The Ftther having 
thciTPiapers, refolvcd to lofc no time to revenge 
hitnlelf on my Brother, and to prevent n^e Irom' 
Executing my defigns. 

' The firft ^ thing be did was to vifit my M other^ 
and only di(cour(ed her in the General, and at a 
di(lance» without dilcovering all that he bad !n his 
Mind. My Mother cook but little Notice oFwhac 
he ifaid whilft he was with her ; but having better 
conGdered it after his departure, lent to deGre his 
Return \ and the Good Father, who Expeded 
fuch a meiTage, would not let flip the opportuni* 
ty, but made a full difcovery of what he Knew. If I^ 
knew my Mother aright, I believe that (he had 
made him acquainted with all that (he wasrefblvedh 
to do, effvcially about my Marriage with A^n-*- 
fi$vT d$ Hdui'Cotir^ and being very wellafTured that 
the Father IdMttbtv^ was an old crafty Fox, I be^ 
lieve that he (hewed my Mother that (he was abu« 
led. Yet becaufe I cannot be poiitive in this, 1 (halt • 
only Difcour/e of the Conftquenccs of this Affair^ 
I obfcrved, that my Mother did not feem (o 
much iafni6ted as (he u(ed to be, and that (he con«r 
verfed not with me or my Brother with her ordi* 
nary Familiarity, and that (he would fbmetimes* 
enter haftily into my Chamber, and view all pla- 
ces in it, and that (he had frequent Difcouries withr 
my Maid. All the(e things made nie open my 
Eyes, and begat in me a Su^icion left I were be- 
trayed by this Wretch. My Brother alfo was gone* 
from home, being obliged to look after the^ 
Aflairs of the Family, fo that F had non©- 
that I coi jd confide in. At kngth I was defperate^ 
ly allarmed by one of our Servants* wboncame to^ 
me and faid, I know not, MadamoKelle, what Mi(^ 
(chs^f is contriving in this Caftle, I (ee (bme Prepa* 
latfons which don't pleafe me ; and your Waiting- 
, E Sr. : . .,]":' < maid: 
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taM WM heard to faf. That within thVed Dayi 
we fliould fee a great alteration here. At the firft 
hearing of thif I was terribly rorprix^d, aiid ktiew 
not what to fay ; but at length, I faid to this,Pep> 
foT\^ TThou kiioWeft where my Brother fc, take the 
beft Horfe in the Stable, and go after him^ andl 
Wl^tever bufineft he is about, let him Uy it all 
afide, and return immediately hhiier. If vou 

Eleafe (faid he^ to write a Not^ to hhn» it Wm hi 
ftcer ; upon whidh I haftenM into my Chaniber 
to write ir^ which I' did in theie Words. 

My moft Dear Brother, 

^ dtUf your I(fturn but »»e Iht&^ you bM\€rd tlm 
lojing 4 Sifter that l^ves you hotfor than her kift^ 
Adieu, my Brother » 1 have tUore need 6f Hur ajftftunit 
than you have of my Hoards ; net home* I tittie H ttf 
you all tbat^s done in this flaee^ 

I had left the Door of my Chamber openi and 
my Trairerefi feeing that I wrote, hid her felf^ 
to fee what I would do after I had written, 
*nd feeing that I delivered a Billet to the Serranr^ 
who was ready to take Horfe when I brought ic 
him, (he ran anci acquainted my Mother with K, 
Who fint after him immediately to ftop and fearcb 
him ; but he was gone too far, fo that 'twas to no 
jurpofe^ . When my Mother faw this, (he doubted 
eft I had difcovered fome of her Defigns, for 
which reafjnfhe lookt athwart on me for a long 
time without faying a word to me : She had alio- 
fre(h pifcourfes with my Maid| who did fuch 
things in myPrefcnce that I had buttoo much 
reafon to fufpcdl that! was juft upon the brink of 
Tuine. I ijpent this Day in a great deal of Per- 
plexity i forefeeing (he Afflictions that were like 
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to befal me, which'maclc me imploy all my time ia^ 
readihg the Holy Scriptures and in Prayer, 

About Sun-fer my Mother fent fxrr nfte into thcs^ 
Garden to Ijjeak with me there. This Mefl^^e- 
filled me with tremblirig and terrour, yet I inrentf 
down to her. 1 found my Mother alone in one 
of the Alleys : as toon as (he faw ine, (he loi^iiLed' 
on me with Eyes that feemed to (parkle with loh 
dtghatiohi yet faid nothing to me, as neither tlid 
I to her ;. fe that for feme lime We both #er< 
filent. At lenfith, your heart i» very proodr Mar' 
damoifelle fufithf^^id (he» to oblige me to fptuk^ 
firft. Oh good God, (faid I) what may this mean l- 
Jk itmv part, Mother, to fpeafc before yoa? Or' 
not ratner to expedi your pleafure ? She made no* 
repljT, but continued on her Walk, and I>^ith her.- 
But immediately I faw two Men enter the GardeiH., 
^vhom I knew not, f whereof one feemed of a> 
good Carriage,} as aJfe my Maid with fbrat other 
Men, bringing with them fuch thii^gsas bebnged^^ 
to me. 

I faw all thele things without being* aHe t6^ 
euefs what they meant, when my Mother asked - 
them aloud, whether all things were ready ? Yes,. 
Madam, anfwered the Genteeleft, thev arc. Tben^ 
iny Mother turning toward me, fpake to me in' 
fiicb terms as were moft: bitter and cruel. Ingrate-- 
fill and perfidious Diughter, faid (he, Youhaye 
made it yoUf bufin^fs to dexreive your Mother j t he- 
day is come, iii Which Til revenge me on you, 
tor all the Treafbns which ]^ou atid your Brother' 
have a£(ed againft me, and hinder your damnable 
Proje^s. An Iron Grate (hall fecure yon, and'- 
anfwer for all vour anions during your life. Go^:. 
iblloW thofeMen, to whom 1 have given Ordera 
what to dOf.Mukii you would have them drag yoii^ 
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to the place where I would have you be. The 
Pafiion chat feized ine on thefe laft words, quire 
tranrporced me* Drag me! Said I, your Anger 
Madam, hath blinded you ; and lifting up my 
band to Heaven, I fatdj I call God^ to witneli o£ 
che perfidioufne^ and treachery which hath beea 
aded againft me, and I pray him to deliver me 
out of your hand, which I hope he will do. Fare- 
well, Madam ; after this bafenefi the word place . 
in the World will be better to me than to be with 
you. And having (aid thus, I turned about, and 
gave my hand to the Geateeleft of the two, and 
went out of the Garden by a Gate that led to. 
wards the High* way, where I found a Coach with 
four Horfts, and four Troopers to guard it : I 
wett into the Coach with my Maid and the two 
Men. It was^ above two hours after, before I (poke 
.one word, and I was fb overwhelmed with weari* 
nefi, vexation and rage againft my Ravifliers, that 
1 did not concern my fen to' enquire who they 
were, nor what had obliged them to take ray Ma- 
ther's part, atvd become the Mmifters of her 
.Violence. 

My Maid was grown fo impudent, that Ihe 
'durft infulc over my Miferics, laughing at my very 
face. Take Courage,, Madamoifelle, (faid Ihe) 
your condition is not fo bad as you imagine. 'Tis 
bad to extremity anfwered I coldly, in that I am 
obliged to have befoi^e my Eyes fuch a Traiterefr 
as you are, and which it may be hath not her like 
in all the World. See (faid fhe) what Perfbns get 
by doing their Duty I They areabufed fordoing 
good) you are qnly enraged againft me becaufe I 
oppofed your Inclinations, which would have 
ruined your Soul. IF ((aid I) you make not thisin* 
fcknt Wretch hold her Tongue j I'll throw my Clf 
* "" " ouc 
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out o( the Coach chough it coft my Life. Ah; 

f^ Madarooifelle, faid (he, you fpeak very lofciljr, as 

I thouigh you were ftiU at Ponfins^ it may be you 
would not do amifs to u(e your Ifelf to other Lan- 

I guage. The Infolcnce of thefe words made me 
turn pale with Anger» which one of the Men per- 

f ceiving impofed fiience on Souirette^ If you hold 
not your Tongue, (faid he to her) I (hall find a 
means to force you to it, which you may repent of. 
This threatning ttopt her mouth. 

During this, the Night grew fo dark, that in a 
Wood through which we were to pa(s, the Coach- 
man miftook his way. The Troopers that guard*' 
ed us called on all fides, to find (bme Hou(e where 
they might refrc(h themfeives ; but none anfwered 
their Calls but the Eccho of the Wood : At length 

> Iwas refblved to fpend the Night where we were; 
the two Men had the difcretion to leave the 
Coach ; after having (hut it fafl:, rather to pre- 
vent my flight, than to fecore me from the inju- 
ries of the Cold and Wind as they pretended. I 
had this dav endured fo many fatigues, and had 
taken fo little reft fome Nights before, that I fbpt 
very fbundly till the.Mornihg, when our Atten- 
dants were m a greater trouble than before, feeing 
themfeives in an unknown Country in the midft 
of a vaft Forreft, the Weather very mifty, the 
ways exceeding bad, without Guide or Viftuals, 
and without hopes of being able to reach to an; 
other place. 

They unharneffed the Horfcs of the Coach, and 
unbridled thofc of the Troopers, who were morfe 
happy than their Matters in that they had where- 
with to fill their Bellies. This Accident rejoyced 
me exceedingly iu/my T'roublesf Well, my 
Friend5| ((aid 1) you have carried me away by force 
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to kill me with bunser : I fliall take my Dedth vi 
fj patiently^ foi I oeGre ffothing elfe but co haVi 
yotikeep nie Company; tbl$ I am (bre goes a 
Minft the Eraiii ^ich :fou. My Maid was upon 
the point of Deipair ; id the rnean cinle I had the 
comfort of inlultrng oif^r her in mjr turft. Wretch 
that rhou art^ faid t, thou art cne cau/e of my 
iDcach, but righteous Heaven ^ill that chou die 
Witk me ; and whereas I (hall receive Confblation 
and Joy, thov art to exped nothing elfe but tte 
Torment due to fby Treafons. 

Theft words filled her with Confufion and De- 
ipair, .for (ke had not a word to anfwer. After 
fbme ttme we again fit forward : but 'twas paft 
yKoon by my Watch, when we round our felves 
in the fame place, and the Mift was (b thick that 
we could difcern our way no better than in the 
^Kight. At length 'twas re&lved to (end our four 
Troopers into Four parts of the Wood to enquire 
the way, and to get us fome yi£liials. Three ot 
them returned to us^i after having rid a great way, 
and taken a great deal of Pains to no purpo^. 
'Twas then that I believed in earned that we 
fliould be all ftarved, and having eaten but little for 
two d4vs before, I was {% very weak tliat 1 faint- 
ed, and they had a great deal of trouble to bring 
me to my felf, though they threw abundance of 
water on my Face. 

Jiift as 1 was recovered, the fourth Trooper re- 
turned, and told us that about a League and half 
off we fliould find a good Village : whereupon I: 
.went into the 6oach again, but not having (Irength 
to fit upright, I was forced to lye along, thofe that 
kept me Company piticed themfelves as^ well as^ 
they could, that they might not incommode me; 
and at the end of fome Hours we came to the Vil- 
lage,, 
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lagfel H the great ]oj of all o6r Cprripany Wide^ 
tAfmt In this Village wc h^d (bine New Ad'- 
yeAtUres, but joy cwS pire me leave to defer cfa^ 
lleiatidb of theiii tillanother t tme^ 
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•T^ HE whole Ciompfway being ^galn met, one <^ 
* *cm defired iiddaamoi/eie ds Sf.Phale to^QrCue 
her Hiftory ; ibr, faid ftie, we left you lo a Wood^ 
dying For Hunger, favour us fo far as to acquaint 
us how you recovered yotir Life and Liberty. 

There are feme, a«TwCT*d flie, that takeliich 2t 
Delighr in relating their Mil^f ieg, that when they 
find no Nfen to hear them, will utter their Cost- 
plaints to inanimate Creatures : I am not of th» 
Humour, for 'tis to me a doubling of my A^iSkU 
ons to relate them ; yet I will deny my ^If to pleo^ 
jrou^ if you can indeed find any gleaiure in heai^ 
tngThat which (b little de^rves to be heeded by 
you,. 

The fourth Trooper that was (ent to. enquire 
the way, had indeed better fuccefii thmn the other 
three, but was (6 imprudent as not to take With 
yhim any Viifluals, or a Guide to dirediuS) which I 
knew not whether to call an happinefior mifery, 
becauie I rather de(tred Death (;Ikui hired it. I lay 
in the Coach imployed only in Prayern afKi^iritu^ 
^1 Meditations. Be or good Couragb Mad^moifiBs^ 
&jd.^the elder of thofe two tor whom my M(>thar 
had committed me, we are told there is a Village 
.within a League and half, in which you rn^y rSlt 
and reFreo your (blC I boi^e faid I, 1 fliall die be- 
fore 
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fqre I come thither, and that thereby God will dc^ 
lixrcr me from my Mother's Violence, and you i 
from the reproach of being its Mini fters. Mdidam 
Je Omhrevai^ anfwered he, loves you tenderly, and 
what (he has done is only out of f^ar'leaft you 
fliould ruine your felf, and (he df /ires nothing el(e 
bit to place you where you may entertain better 4 
Thoughts than thofe you had, and which have 
obliged her to ufe you as (he doth. Though thef& 
words were fomewhat infelent, yet I contented my 
^If with (aying, That. God is righteous, and wiU 
ftoner or later reward Men according to th^ir 
wicked Defigns; 

PoiTibly you may wonder that my Mother 
IhoulcT have (o far loll her reafbn, as to abandon an 
only Daughter to the difcretion of two Men, four 
Troopers^ and a Chamber Maid whole damnable 
wicjrednefs (he well knew. I niuft fay thus much 
in her juftiBcarion, that theft two Men were in a 
(enfe allied to our Houfe, that the' Elder had at 
wayfr a great deal oFpaffion for my Mother's Inte- 
redty who for her part loved him and did him ma- 
ny kindneffes :^So that he whole Naixie was H^on- 
{\€Ut ^ Rabours^ having but a mean Eftate, and 
being driven to fomeftraits, had.realbn to keep in 
ray Mother's Favour, who paid him well for his i 
Services. My Mother lent for him-, difcovered her 
Defign to him, and furnifhcd him with neceffary 
Dire<f!Hons and Provifion for carrying me inro a 
Gloifter till further Order. The Younger was a 
very honeft Youth, of a good Carriage, and the j 
other's Nephew, and would fein have dilcourfed 
with me, had I not been (b carefully watch'd by 
his Uncle and my Maid. 

The Evening approaching, my Maid left the 
Goach, and the Uncle weqt to give Ibme Dire^f- 
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OQ to the Troopers and ^be Coach^min for their 
being ready the next Morning, wl^ich gave the 
young R^hurs the opportunity of fpeafcine thus. 
If youy Madamoifeile, ((aid he) have been deceive 
ed, to have I^ for 1 could never have inaagined 
that they had engaged me in,, ib ba(e an a<£tion as 
this is. To amvince jrou of my Repentance, com- 
mand me any thing in which I may (erve you, 
and ril readily do ic as becomes a Man of Honour. 
Do you, faid I, (peak fincerely ? For after fuch 
baienefs I have rea(bn to diftrud the whole World. 
If I deceive you, faid he, may Heaven crulh me 
with its Thunder, but my Actions (hall free you 
from ru(pe£Hng my fincerity. And for my parr, 
iaid I, ir God be (o gracious to me as to free me 
out of thefe Troubles by your Means, I promi(e 
you as great an acknowledgement as you can ex- 
pe£); from a Virgin of my Birth. Go, do tjie heft 
you can, I give you full power to tajce what 
Courfe you can for .my Deliverance.^ 

We had hardly ended this (hort Di(cour(e, when 
my Maid returned, and immediately after the Old 
HfbiMtrs^ and a Country-man with him* BereTs 
1^ good Man faid he, which is as ft were an Angel 
ientfrom Heaven, who offers to guide us to the 

Town of will you go thither to Night (feid 

he) You know, (faid I very coldly, } that I have 
no will left me, do what you plea^. I believe, 
Madamoifelle^ ((aid the NephewJ that we had 
beft go thither this Evening^ and am certain that aU 
of us (hall be better there than here. Do what you 
wiU, (aid I, you have no power over me but wha( 
God hath given you, and which he can al(b take 
from you. Hereupon the Uncle arid the Nephew ' 
di(cour(ed together (bme (hort time, and the'refulc 
of their Confultation was. That the Troopers were 

commanded 
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Commanded to bridt^ thtrr Hor(es whieh fed at 
la^fg^i &i)d the Coach-man to harncfs his, whieb * 
was m done in a quarter of an hour. When every 
ihttig was ready, the Countryman, who per- 
fe^fty trtew all the tumrngs of the Forreft, got up- 
on the Coach, and after a fhialt wind had difCpa- A 
tA the Fogg, the Moon (hone very bright, fo thftC 
atl things kerned to concur for our Deliverance, 
out of what feemed to us an enchanted Forreft. 

We had an hour's riding before we could reach- 
the Village; but when we were once got put of 
the Wood, every one of us feemed fomewhat com- 
forted, in the bc^es we had of refrefhing our ftl ves 
when we came to our Quarters, whirher at length 
We came, though *tw^ after Eleven at Night. As^ 
(bon as We were come, I fell into a deeper fwoon | 
'than ever i (a that they could not bVmg me to mjr 
felf, either by throiNFtfig Water on my Face, or by 
toy Torttertt they inflifted oh me. At length ^e 
arrived at the Gate of the bell Ittti in the whole 
Place, where the did Ki^hitrs demanded Whether 
there were toy Lodgfcgs fbr us : The Landlady 
•^f th6 Hdure rcfplfed; that ill bet Chlmberi Were- \ 
[taken u^ by the Compiamy of another Coach, rjt- 
ieetK twloy which, ft We Hk*d them, were at^o^ifr i 
ftrVice^ dftd iiivited m to fee them : For mj part ' ^ 
(faid the^N^phewJ I jbdge it beft to take any that ^ 
we can hivA ; , for feeing fhe now lies in a fwoon^ 
If fli^, Ihoutd happeh to dr* under our Handj, we 
Jhafl be accjuftd ol being her Murderers.; and hep . 
Mot,li?r, who h^th irfomthttted her to you, will ndt ' 
fail of requiring the Liie of her Daughter of yoti,. 
and rriake her felf a Party againft you. You fay 
well, Coufih, faid the Uncle (as I was fince told) 
let us carry her up, her indifpofition is caufed only 
]by We4rinefi| fa&iflgi and the fatigues that (be

In the mean time the Uncle and the K^phew 
lookt on each other with (bme furprtze : At length 
the Uncle, impatient of any further delay, and 
vext at our di(coor(e, Madamoifelle, fiid he, f 
believe you are now ftrong enough to eat, for we 
muft go hence in two Hours. And for my part» 
iaid I^ 1 am weary of travelling by Night, and 
declare that I will not leave this Place till th^ 
Morning. Madamoilelle, faid He. I (haU only tell 
you that I dare not tranfgrefi the Orders your Mo-^ 
ther hath given me. Hath my Mother ((aid I in a 
Paflion^ hath my Mother comm'anded you to kill 
me with Mifery atid Hunger on the Road ? And. 
btth (he obliged'you to be my Executioner, as you 
have almoft oe^n already ? I cannot (reply'd he j 
with fome heat! be your Executioner, fince I'cn^ ^ 
dure the (ame fatigue that you do, your fwooning 
excepted. But to tell you plainly, know, that! 
have Orders riot to ftop in ^ny place where there 
are any Huguenois^ ^nd I am re(blved not to tranf* 
grefs them ; wherefore^ Madamoiiclle^ prepare I 
Vour fyr for your Journey in two hours at farthcfli 
If you drag me hence, Aid I, you (hall do it by 
piece-meal, for I had rather die than be any longes 
tn the bands of (uch a Bruce as you are. 

The 
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• The Nephew hearing thts^ Difcour^, Uncle,' 
(fatd he) you mull not too ftriftly follow the Or- 
ders whkrh Madam d^OtnbrevMl gave you, who ne- 
ver iofiagined that (uch Accidents would have be- 
fallen her Daughter. There are certain Occafions 
in which we muft be governed by Prudence. Mon- 
ticur Nephew, ((aid the old 'Hfboursy with a kind 
of a (ore d Smile) you are but a Young Man, 'tia 
not your part to give Gounfel, neither will I take 
it. Twill appear in the end ((aid the young l{4^ 
tours) who will have moft thanks. Hereupon he 
aro(e» and left the Chamber for a quarter of an 
hour. 

Whilft he was out of our Company, he weht 
into a lower Room where the Troopers were, who 
cat and drank very heartilVf thereby endeavouring 
to make amends for their former Trouble. They 
did not at all oMerve him» (b that he took their 
Carbines and Piltols, and made the Powder that 
was intlieir Pans fb wet, that 'twere impolCble to 
dilcharge'them without a Miracle. He would al(b 
have fnzed on \heir Hangers, but he could not 
find them. Having done thus, he returned towards 
the Chamber, and met at the Stairhead a Gentle- 
man that faid thus unto him : Is it poiSble, Sir, 
that this Lady is the Daughter of Monfieur <fO»- 
brevMl^ formerly Camp-Mafter, who died Ibme 
Months fince ? The very (ame, Sir, ftid the Ne- 
phew. If (b, faid the Gentleman, your Life or 
mine go, before you ftall carry her any where 
againft her Mind. There's no need of thar, 
(aid the young l{ahoun^ and if you are a Perfon 
of Honour, I dcfire your Amftance. Explain 
your (yf<f replied the Gentleman). Til explain my 
(elfin this Chamber (anfvercd he) : and imme- 
diately 
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diately they cane bot^b imo the Chamber where 

He found Vn Unqle« whf^ ftill earne(Uy urged 
me cp artUp I don't know what he would har« 
done at length, but the Qght of his Nephew, who 
came and face at my Beds fpot, ilppt his Mout h* 
Madamoifelle ((aid i;he Nephew to me) (et your 
Njlind at rcft» 1 aiTure you I will die at your i*eec 
before they fliali offer you any Violence. I have 
been draw;i in to be a Paiitner in a bale Adion ; 
\ wa3 uctefjly ignorant of the Defigq^ but now I 
plainly fee the Injuflice they have. done you, I am 
reiblved to make a Reparation for a Fault that I 
baye i^inft my Will cqmqiiitted. Thea lam deli- 
vered, cried I with a TraDfpQrt of Joy, I fee bow 
God doth fi^otn .time:to tin^ prpvide n^eans for my 
Afliftance. You don't know all, (aid he, for Mon* 
0eur here ((hewing ipe the Gentleman) was about 
to have fought me, thinking that I had^been one of 
your RayiUiecs. IpimecUatcly the Gentleman 
came to falute me, and mace me inany obliging 
Proteftations .; whocn I anfwered with fuch Civi-» 
litiesas were fuitable to myprefent NeceiCty, and 
as (b generous.a Gentleman deferved. In the mean 
time the ol^H^boHn left the Chamber, and his Ne* j 
phew believe^ he was gone ^o work no ordinary ^ 
Mischief, w^fajcb caufccl him to have a (ccret Con» 
ference with this Gentlcmaci and another that was 
hi^ Companion, a Man of great Honefty and Bra^ 
yer^ ; The Refult was, that the Ladies were to 
Retire into a Chamber, whu^.tl^cy might be tree I 
from all Infults. The old Lady wa; afraid (ome 
Mischief would be done ; but Hahoms affured j^r, 
that, all the .Mififhi^f would be fome Noifc and.a 
^Ui Fear, and that he had taken fuflicient Caf 4^i) 
prevent all other. Tjiey ied me therefore mto 

their 
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^c3r Chacn^^the Dporoifwhich^wc tH4c<4»wVre 
Inftcad of ipitig co Bed^ we feil t$)» Brftyersv thai; 
Gpd would pre?eiit the M^iery wh^r^witb I wa^ 
threacned. 

We wece but juft gone away when die jqH 
fybimri came up the Stairs, fbllowed by |i;b^ &ur 
Troopers, with ji;heirPiftols at their Girtdl^S and 
tbeir Carbines Ui their Handsi int^i\diruz to ci^rry 
me away by fqrce, and to iciil all that ibpuld op^ 
pofe their De6^ ; they^ found the young Hiabmrs^ 
to whom the Gentlemen had lent a Pifiol, which 
he held in one handy with his Swor4 draw^ 
in the other, and the two Gentlemen were in the 
lame poAure: They had lefjt the ;()pQr open, fa^ 
that they might freely enter ; the old ^4b9uri 
ruCbed in fir ft, asking for ipe : She is, (faid one oC 
the Gentlemen named Monfieur d" Ar£atix^) gone 
toberreft^ with Perliins of honouf, with whom 
'tis fitter (be Qiould be than with fuch as you. If 
ihe comes not immediately.and go with me, afllira 
your (el7«s that it Ihall coft you dear, b^ you 
what you will, efpecially that Traytor tbere^ 
{pointing to his Nephew.) We bare had to do 
with worfe Lads than ypq are, ((aid theGentlemait 
very boldly^ and you are hot (uch as we (hould be 
afraid of. 

The old Hfibeurs ^zjcA rw to. return any An- 
fwer, .but prefent!ng his Pjllpl to bU l^q^ewV 
Bread, Raskal, faidihe, bfiqg m<^ Madaipoifellq 
dt Sf^ Phnle^ or thou art a dead Man. Uncle,^ 
reply ed the Ntphew,, pray addrcfi your (elf to 
fome body clft, for I would not have the honour 
of fighting with ypu- This fcornful Anfwer en- 
raged the old J^b$uri beyond meailire ; fo thac 
he endeavoured t0 have discharged his Pillol oa 
hi9 Ncpbe.Wf but as the young Sfib^rt knew verv 

wcU 
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well before, ft took not fire. However thfs At- 
tempt of bis Uncle fo enraged him, that he fell 
upon him, threw him te the ground, and wrefted 
hb.Sword Qut of his hand. The Troopers en- 
deavoured to aiSft the Uncle, but the Gentlemen 
hindered them, which forced him to cry our, Firei^ 
you cowardly Raskals, fire upon them. They" 
needed not many words to move them to this, but 
immediately attempted to dtfcharge their Carbine^^ 
which had n« more effeft than if they had not 
been loaded and primed ; which made them betake 
chemlelves to their Piftols, but the thing was ftiii \ 
the fame. The Gentlemen irritated with thefc 
affronts, gave them many blows with the flats of 
their Swords, threw them to the ground, and 
trod them under their Feet ; all which they did 
with ea(e, as having to do with Perfbns that were 
half Drunk ; they al(b took from them their Car* 
bines and Piftols. In a word, the young Hfb^wrs 
told me the jiext Morning, that there was never 
feen let more furious Combat without any Blood- 
flied. 

The old SjihmiTt^ who was* much more vexed 
for having loft me, than for all the ill fuccefi of his 
Enterprize, knew not what meafures to take : j 
for my Mother, on whofe Charity he lived, he ^ 
Concluded would for ever banifh him her prefence ; 
and this was what he feared more than any thing 
elfe in the NVorld. He found the Landlady of the 
Houfc, arid enquired of her what the Name of the 
Judge of that Village was, but he happened to be 1< 
firomhome. This mock fight being over, as I 
have related it, the three Gentlemen c^me laughs 
inginto our Chambers, and (hewed lis the prey 
they had gotten from their Enemies. After they 
had been with us for Ibme time, the Old Lady 

faid 
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laid rois9. Let us not laugh yer, for I am ftill 
afraid of iome unhaj)py iflueof this bufinefij not 
that thole who attacked yoa can do os any injury ; 
but Madam ^T Ombrevdl will certainly arm all the 
whole Church of i(fmie againft us, to revenge this 
Affrpnr, as foon as Qie (hall hear of it. You have 
no reaibn to fear ((aid I) for none of them knows 
my Deliverers : And if the ftortn muft fall on any 
Body, 'twill be on the young J(4^tfr/, whom yet 
1 hope to find a way to iecure trom ic. Let us 
only cpDiider((aid Moniieur^'^^4r«x) whatcourfe 
to take to morrow, for MadamoilcUe de St. Phsie 
muft, if file approve it, go with us. This offer 
was too advantageous to be refuicd, fo that I em*, 
braced it with all my heart. 

Whilft we were difcourflng of thele things^ one 
of the Troopers came up to our Chamber, defir- 
ing to ^ak with the young lUdhw^j, who would 
not hear him, but in the prefence of all the Coiji- 
any, to which heconfenred, and conft {fed that 
e nad been unhappily engaged in a^ (haroeful 
Adion : and that if he would reftore his Carbine 
and Piftols, he would immediately retire to his 
own home And why (hould we take your word, an- 
fwered he? have we norjuft reafonto believe, after 
the Attempt you have made on us, that (hould we 
deliver you your Arms, you would employ them 
againft us. I confe(i, replyed rhe Trooper, you 
have realbn to fufp^£k me ; but if I immediately 
return home, 1 believe your are generous enougn 
to (end them me, and in this hope I leave them, 
with you. 

Methought the Troopcr*s offer was very reafo-' 

nable, lb that I anfwered in f^4^ri his ftead, that 

he (hould certainly have bis Arms reftored, if he 

' would keep h» Promiie. I alio fancied that this 

F " Trooper 
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Trooper might be of farther u& to i»« ; and dbcre-: 
for©, Ff icnd, (foid I) how much were you promi-. i 
fed for your Pains? Tell mc freely. Madamoiiel}^,. 
(anfwered he) TU conceal nothing from, you : Ma*. 
dam your Mother promiied each of ua four I^uiA 
tCOrs^ whereof we received one in hand, befidea. mil 
Charges, which were to. be paid by Monfieur i 
^thfur^. You know, (faid I) that not having car- 
ried nv: to the place appointed, you will be fru- 
ftratcd of ti)e rw of your payment, and God granii 
that (be deal not mareL (everely with you,, for you* 
0iay eafily imagine that now yoy fliaU never- carrjr. 
me With you, and that chofe that have delivered: 
me oqt^ of the hands of ^fihouts^ wiU defend me 
from his Violence. I have told you ali^eady, Msl^ 
damoifiblle, (replyed the TrobperJ and I again 
aflureyovi, that I'll not be any^ more concerned^ 
with them, but immediately retire home : And to 
convince you that I truly repent of the Crime L 
h^ve committed, lam ready, ifoccafionoffery to 
(pend my Life in your Defence. 

I thank you,, faid I ; yet I have thought upon a 
way in which you may advanrageoufly ferve me,; 
without expoUng your (el( tp any danger; and I^ 
afTure you, ][ou have reaibn to piomife your Mi a. 
better gratuity from me, than you could expe£l A 
from my Mother, though you h^d fucceeded in» 
your projed. Go to your Companiona, fliowr 
them the impoiSbiiity or carrying me hence ; and; 
that con(iquently they muft expe£l no further 
Reward from my Mother; but a0ure them, that ^ 
if they will all of them return home, tJbey (balL 
receive the iout LomttOn from my Brother, to 
whom ril write in their Favour; and for my own. 
part I promife you fix, befides what you may ex* 
pe& from my Liberali^. My Comp^ioas (laid 
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he) are (b drunk and mad, that they talk of no- 
thing but of burning the houfe, to revenge them- 
ftlves of the Affront which they have received; 
but were they once come to themfelves, I might 
poflibly work (bmewhat upon them. You may 
afiure them, that my Brother will not fail of purfu^ 
ing U9, according to the Advice thar I have given 
him ; who, if he find them before they have made 
their peace with me, will deal with them without 
any Mercy. 

Indeed, Madamoifeile; replyed the TrooperJ 
you have brought a very pleafant Stratagem into 
my Heady and which may have good fiiccefi. Lee 
(bmeone of the Gentlemen that are with youj 
feign himfclf to be fent from Monfieur de Ponjin't 
and let him enquire at this houfe whether you are^ 
or have been here, or any can difcover wherhei^ 
you are gone ? Til inftrudt the Landlady in what 
flie ought to (ay, and if the Gentleman asic for 
you, come to your Chamber-door and anfwer him 
according to bis Demands. In the mean time Fll 
place my Companions in a place where they Ihall 
bear all that pafleth, and ril fo terrifie them with 
the coming of Monfieur Je Ponfins^ that they (hall 
immediately take Horfe and fly with all imagina^ 
ble (peed, leaving Mon(ieur labours with the Coach 
in Pjwn fqr the reckoning. 

This Device was very well approved of by all 
eur little Afl^mbly, and (bmething sifb was added 
to It, and one of the Gentlemen offered to aft the 
part of the Trqojjer that was to be (ent out upon 
the Enquiry ; he immediately drew on his Boots, 
and fitted himfelf for the Journey, and having got- 
ten his Horle in a« readin^(s, he went down oy a 
private pair of Stairs, . mounted, and having Fetcht 
a con)pa5« about Day-break he returned by the 

Fa " High. 
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High-way to the Hou(e in which we ^^fe\ where 
being come, he defired to fpeak with the Land- 
lord ; upon which the Landlady appearing. Ma- 
dam, (faid he) is there not it C)ach lately come 
CO your Houle ? Inhere are two, anf«rered Oic^ 
But 18 there not one, ^replyed the pretendedf I 
Trooper) in which ta^ a young Lady cloathed in < 
mourning, accompanied with two Men and a | 
Chamber-;maid, and guarded with (our Troopers ? j 
There is fuch a one, (faid the Landlady J but | 
would to God I had never (cen it, it hath cauied { 
fiich uproars in my Houle. What, ((aid he) have ■ 
ihefe People been guilty of any Disorder ? Here* 
upon the Landlady gave him a full Account of 
what he knew very well before, with many plea-* 
faht Exaggerations. Madam, anfwered Monfieur ^ 
dt CbakeSf (for fo was the Gentleman calledj don'c ^ 
trouble your (elf, they (hall pay for the damage 
they have done you ; and if you have any refent- 
ment againfttbeie Wretches, you Shall have the 

f»leafure within tfae(e two Hours, to fee your (elf 
iilly revenged on them. You do but jeft with 
me, ((aid (he.) To convince you (anfwered he) 
that 1 fpeak fincerely, know that I belong to Mon- 
fieur diPonJjnstht Brother of Madamoi(elle Je i 
S^. Pbdle^ who is but a little way off with a num- ^ 
ber of Troopers, whom he hath (ent into all Parta 
to enquire for the Coach which he(eek8; I have 
been lo happy as to find it, and will now return 
to inform him ok it. But I would firft fpeak one 
word to Madamoifelle Je St. Pbah^ you can hardly i 
do that, Sir, (faid the Landlady,) (be is in Bed, 
and I dare not difturb her. My Bufinefs to her 
(fiid the Trooper) is of the greateft importance j 
hold, there's a Crown for you, do me this favour. 
The Landlady made him .a low reverence, and 

n ^adiJy 
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readily rakine the Crown, (aid, (be would do what 

ge could. All the(e things were contrived before, 
that I was up, and (eemed very willing to diP" 
Courie with the Trooper, who came up the Stairs^,' 
raking his Piftols with him, and met me at my 
Chamber door. 1 am (faid he) beyond expe6^a•*^ 
don happy to find you and Difcour/e with you. 
Your Brother is but two (hort Leagues off, well 
accompanied : So that if you can but retard your 
Jburney two hours, you will be abfolutely deliver- 
ed. I believe, ^aniwered I) that tho(e who have 
fo generoufly afiifted me in my need, will not 
leave fo honourable an AAion imperfed, i>ut will 
continue their afliftance till that time ; but yet I 
beg you let there be no delay. No, Mad<)moI(elle» 
fiud he» you have no need to fear that : After this' 
Re went down, remounted his Horfe, and retumedl* 
by the way he caine a fwift Gallop ; and having 
fetched a imall Compdfi came into the back-door 
of the Houfe, where a Servant waited for him, 
pltickM off his Boots, and came up to the Cham- 
OCT where we were, by the private Stairs, none 
perceivine any thfaig of this farce but thofe that 
were made acquainted with it. 

In the mean time Gphjou played his Game welt 
on the other hand* Cfor fo was the repenting' 
Trooper called j for he took care to make his Com- 
panions hear the Dialogue between M* de ChiHes 
and the Landlady, and afterwards that between 
him and me. For we (pake aloud on purpofe. The 
Landlady told me, when 1 (pake to the pretend^^d 
Trooper, that 1 need not be afraid the other 
Troopers would hear me^ for, faid (he. beings 
drunk like Pigs, they'll fleep like Pigs. Vet they 
hearkened very attentively, the firft Vapours of' 
tbeir Wine being fpent, (b as they were capable of' 

T I Rcafon* 
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Re&fon, and it may \^ of Feat. For my part £iid 
Gonjpti^ ril be gone, I am not mad to wait the 
coming of Monlieur ^e Pa^fins^ *cwill be dreadful 
to meet him when he is in a rage. I am Cure IF I 
ian avoid meecins him here, I fliall make my peace 
with him ; but ifl fliould meet him here, I (hall 
be dealt worfe with than I have already been. Farc*- 
wel, my Friends, I'll adrift you nothing, you 
know what you have to do ; for my part, I am re- 
folved to retire while I may^ without fiaying any 
longer for the Storm. 

Thele words fpoken by the bravefl: of the four,* 
ftruck them all with amazement, and made them 
refblve to be i^one. But how Ihall we do this ? 
(faid one of the three) we have not only loft all 
hope of the four Louij d*Ors^ but they have taken 
alfo from us our Carbmes and Piftols ; I dare not 
return after fuch an Affront^ I had rather tarrv till 
Nionfieur de Ponfins comes, though I hszan4 my 
Life by it. We may do whatU much better, feia 
Gofijoti^ Madamoi^lle de St. Phale h Good and Ge- 
Mrous, let's beg her Pardon and (iibmk our ielves 
to her W^ll, we can get no hurt bv doing thus. 
Let's go, faia the other, my mina gives me all 
will be well. The two other Troopers readily 
embraced this Advice ^ To that Gwj^H^ who brought 
them to me, and who fpake the btft of the four, 
fpake for all the red, as near as I* can remember in 
thefe words. Madamoifelle, faid he, here are we 
four penitent Criminals, come to implore your 
Mercy : We confels we have done amifs, and 
thole that (educed us, never told us that we were 
to be Aififtants in (b bale a Violence, much lefs 
againft a Perfbn of your Merit. But though we 
might plead our ignorance for our Judlfication, we 
had rather have recourie to your Clemency^ and

%eg yofu tb pardon u$, and we (hall immediately 
rerum to our own homes, if you pleafe to order 
^ur Arras to be reftored to bs. 

I would ndt (&\d IJ do you any hurt for what 
you have done againft me, both becaufe you were 
feduced, aid becaufe you never loft the refpedSI: 
you owed me but when you were not your felves, 
fo I pardon you with all my heart. Your Piftob 
ftiall be reflored you, but for your Carbines, you 
are not to expe^ them till you are at your own 
homes. Prudence obligeth me to deal tVwis with 
you, I aflare you alfb of my Brother's- Pardon^ 
who will pay you more than my Mother promid'd 
you, for which I pafi my word, before all thefe 
worthy Perfbas prclent. They fircmed very well 
Atisfied with what I feid. After this they with- 
drew, and went to (ee the Old ^bours^ who was 
•Itfioft inad at this Change. They quarrelled fbme 
tknie about the Reckoning ; but I fcht them worrf 
•that they ihrald be gone, anid that I would dtf* 
"Cbifgeit^ md keep the promife I had made them. 
They tfarrrfore left kis about fix in the Mottling, 
ft bein^ day all abroad. 

Hitherto all things went well, but the excefi of 
tny happinefs had like to have cauled me greater 
trouble than that which J had efcaped. My Bro- 
ther was indeed in the Country making a diligent 
feaixrh for uf, accdropanied whhMonfieur de Hmup^ 
0«r, and twelve Troopers, who were all of them 
either of the JElefortned Religion^ or extraordinary 
AdmircTB of my Brother, Thcjr foand out the 
way that we had taken^ tnd having Guides they 
l^alled through the Wood mricfaoutlolihg themfelves 
as we had ^ done, they rod bard all Niaht, and 
'wereinit a quarter of a League from this fetal Vil- 
lage, whea'Cb«y intt our four Trdq>ar8, wht> 
V - F 4 were- 
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were (urroxinded with their twelve, dnd 
dtf HMui'Comr and my Brother were about to have 
ftcrificed them to their Furjr : Which Ganfcu See- 
ing, MonHeur A P^njins^ (laid he) I beg you not 
ro follow rhe firfl: motions of your Angeij but hear 
sne. We are going back by Kkdamoifelle de Sf. 
Fbdieslczve^ who is at Liberty » and bach promi'* 
led us upon Condition that we would leave her, to 
make our peace with you. And where is my Si- 
fter ? (feid my Brother.) She is (continued Gonfou) 
in the Village that is before you in very good 
Company. If you pleafe we'll guide you thither. 
Yes (anfvered my Brother) you (hall go with us, 
cither freely or by conftraint ; for, fiiidhe. if you 
have given her the leaft rea(bn to complain,^ or 
have loft that refpe^i: you owed her, your Lives 
ihall anfwer it. We arc very well pleafed ((aid 
Gonjou) with what y6u fiy, wc*ll go with you 
with all our Hearts. Hereupon they were all four 
placed in the mid(l of twelve Troopers, and ma- 
Icing what convenient hafte they could towards 
the Village, came thither juft as we were abeut to 
break our Faft, we having had no great defire to 
eat any thing, in (b troubTe(bme a night. As (bon 
as I heard the noife of the Hor(es in the Court, I 
looked out at the Window, and (aw Monfieur dt 
Hasit Cour and my Brother, I immediately made 
the greateft hafte imaginable down, and ran to 
embrace my Brother : Ah Sifter, (did he) are you 
nt liberty ? Yts Brother (faid 1} thanks be to God 
I am. At this very inftant MonGeur de HMuuCowt 
canie up to me, and di(covered by his Joy the ter* 
rible Fear he had been under of loung me, at 
which I was extreamly plea(ed. 

In the mean time the/two Gentlemen whohsd 
fo gcneroufly defended me, together with the 01^ 
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Lady and her two Daughtersi came down tous : 
I prefented them to my Brother and Lover, and 
gave them an account of their kiodnefi towards 
me, to which they returned the moft obliging an*~ 
fwers in the Worlds The young labours thought- 
not fie to appear with them: but I declared bis' 
Carriage towards me, which k> touched themi-, tbat^ 
they were impatient till they faw hirn^ hi lengrh 
he caoie, and my Brother and Lover afie£lionatcljrf 
embraced and thanked him for his Noble and Ge- - 
nerous Adions, with many (incere Proteiktions ne^ 
ver to forget them as Ions as they lived. - 

All this while Old Ha fours lay upon a Bed, hal- 
ving his Mind tormented with a thoufand cruel* 
imaginations, be had not ferved my Mother ac-- 
cording to her Expectations^ and had raortaHy of- 
fended my Brother and me ; not to mention Mon- 
fieur Je kaui^Ctur^^ who bad rea(on to be inraged ' 
with him; and his Fear was increaied, when be* 
underftood that my Bf^tber, witb all his Compa^ - 
ny, was come to the Houfe in which we were, the 
Young i(4hsirs intreated for him, that my Brother" 
would Pardon him : For your lake, (aid my Bro-

out bid you once more. Sifter, (faid mv Brother^ 
he (hall have twelv^e. But this is not all yet, (aid 
I, I muft beg your Pardon for my waicing-Maid« 
Indeed, anfwered my Brother, ^is agatnft her that 
I am mod enraged ; this Wretch to whom you 
have fhown (b much kindnefi, and on whom you 
have laid fo many obligations, hath yet been fi> 
"wiclced to betray you, 1 can hardly relolvc to par- 
don fo bafe a Creature ; yet fince you defire it, I 
will do ir, however I am refolved to terrifie her a 
little for my Satisfaflion. 

As (bon as we fir ft came to this Village^ this 
V^retch gat her immediately into the Kttchin, and 
fed fb heartily on what firft came to hand, that fhe 
never thought on me; afterwards finding her felf 
fomewhat lleepy» (he threw her ftlf upon a Bed, 
fo that I (aw her no more : She flcpt (b heartily- 
that (he heard nothing of all the difbrders of the 
Nighr..

Wb«t did yaii rfiink when 
you made vour(eif the Inftrumetitof my Mothert 
Fury, to act this Violeftce agalhft my Sifter, and 
drag her ts Tic were) aigainft her Gonfetit itito « 
Convent ? Whfere were thoft Prmciples of Qcne- 
fofity that ought to re^ in a Gentleman, when 
you undertook an Aaion that many Peafanta 
Would have abhor'd a» unworthy and bafe ? 'Tia 
true, you did nothing agdtift the DiUighter, but by 
the Mother's Order 5 batftould you not have cmi- 
fidered, that tbcrd fer6 feme GommamJs which Ju- 
ftice oblJg^h lis not to dbcy ? What Right had 
you in idy Sifter, th^t you mould preftrmc to im- 

Jrifen her dtn'ing her Life^ or at leaft fa long as 
er Mother's Rigour (hould endi/re ? What Bener 
fit could you expefit from this ? pofffibly fome Re- 
compence from my Mother : But had you ttot rei- 
fon to believe that in time her Difpleaftire would 
give plate to the Vbitre of Nature ; and that when 
my Mother fliould come to her felf, (he would be 
mreamiy troubled ac ^hat flie had done, and vent 
all her Rage on thofe that had beeti too prompi 
and officious in ftrving her irt it ? What a (hame 
ft it that Monfieiir your NepheW' (hduld teach you 
your Duty, and tihat be (holild be the fit^ft that 
Was fcrifible of the Injury he did, in purfainf fb 
bafe an E^nrerprize ? Y\l fay no more of this mat- 
ter, but I afftirtf you for your Comibtti ttl^C you 
fr»ay profile yoiif (elf tnore Rindncfi from me, 
iSian evfer t&y Mothei^ (hew'd y6it. And having 
ftid that, my Brother gave him his Hand in token 
of i perfefit Reconciliation. 

The old l{abaurs would have return'd an An(wer,' 
but my Brother perceiving the Trouble ht Waa 
tinder, ftopt him, faying. I'll hear you another 
time. Itnmcdiarcly h^ went into the Chariiber; 

where

Torments^ Ah, Monfieur (crv'd (he) (he i» at 
Reft in a Cham^r here by. No, Miftrels, faid 
the Landlady, you are out in that, (he went away 
above three hours apo in the Coach|Wich the Gen* 
llemen that came with her, and the Four Troop- 
ers. Atulwhy ^faid (he, weeping! did na body 
call me, that I might have gone with them ? The 
old Moniieur de H^homs^ replied the Landlady, told 
me, that he had Orders From Madam^^f Omhevdl^ 
to leave you in the firft Qparters> they (hould 
lodge at, and to continue their Journey withoi» 
you ; 'tis true they paid For you, fo that you may 
go where y ou^ will, I have nothings to demand of 
you. 

It may be (faid my Brother) you may have no^ 
thing to demand of her, but I have ; I'll force her 
fa tell me where my Sifter^s gone, For (he knows* 
the Place to which they have carried her. No« 
KfohGeur, &id (he, FU fwear I know nothing of 
it. Thou wilt not tell me, thou Wretch ((aid he) 
bind her faft, Tli extort it from her by Force. Here- 
upon the Troopers came towards her with Ropes 
fnd red hat Pincers i which (he (eeing, fi;reecht 
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out atoud, vept, and (ell down at my BrothePt 
Feec, embraced the Knees of my Lover,v rolled her 
lelf on the Ground, tore her Hair, curfed her De^ 
ftiny and Wickednefi, which had reduced her ta 
lo much Miiery. Contefs, treacherous Wretch, 
(aid my Brother, whereas thy Miftrefi. Alas^ 
Mon&eur, (aid file, I cannot tell : If you are refold 
ved to kill me, yet what will it profit you to tor*- 
xnent me, to force me to confefr what I do noc 
know. I. believe indeed> (fai d the' Landlady) tbap 
tkc doth not know, for the Rea&ns Lhave already, 
told you« I am inclined to think (b too, faid my- 
Brother, but (he fhall die, (he (hall be bang'd at 
the firft Tree we come to ; let fomebody call 9 
Prieft to€onfe(8 her. This Sentence filled her with 
I>erpair : AUs^ my Gid^ ((aid (he^ I have t^rajed 
sJbofi tbdi confided in me, 4nd never did me gny Injury^ 
and 1 am betrayed by ibofe wbem I'irufted ;^ at I dggle 
with my good Miftrefsyfi am I new dealt mib :. Ab^ 
Kdadamoi(elle de SuPhale, Ab^ my geedLady^ wbere* 
€ver yea are^ I beg jeu to believe that I die with infi^ 
mte regret for baving betrayed yeu: Alas^ you /aid but

Monlieur do Itaut^Cour and my Brother were 
forced to turn away their Faces, to hinder them-* 
felves from laughing; for ray part, I heard all " 
from the next ChamDer, which was only partd[ 
from hers by a Ceiling of. Boards^ and I laught as 
heartily $8 ever I did in my Life : Madam do Garde^ 
her two Daughrers, and the Moinfieurs d^ Arbaux 
and deChables^ were o( the (ame Humour* Ac 
length I. could hold no longer, but cryed out

f During theft andfoaie btfaer ptflages, dinnei^ 
was ready, which ii: it were not very delicate In 
it felf, yet the good Stomachs which we all hud^ 
made it ieem to be fb. There were two Tables^ 
at the largeft of which fate the fixteen Troo]ierlY 
my Brother having ftri^tly charged all that came 
with him not to fay any thing to the others about 
what hadpufled, tor fear of fonfe new di((>rder> 
At the other Table were Madam de Gsrde^ hcf 
two Daughters, tt»s two Gentlemen her Sons in 
Law, W;(. the Monfieurs d* Arluuix and 4§ Ckaths^ 
my Lover. Brother, and my felf, with the tWo 
labours. All the pafiajges of the laft N^ht Were 
buried in filence for (ear of rubbing xxpon tho(e 
wounds which could not yet be well healed. 

After Dinner we were much concerned tjD think 
what courfe we (hould take, efpecially with re-* 
fpe£^ CO me, where 'twas fit I fliould ferife ; and 
al(b with refpedl to the Old lHahun^ what he 
fliould (ay to my Mother, who we knew was not 
a Woman to be put oflT with bare pr«teni^es. 

As for what concern^ me, Madam de G4ri9 
encrotifly offered me her Houle, where I tnight

My Lover was extreamly glad to ^e me deli-^ 
vered, becaufe he was terribly afraid leaft he had 
loft me for ever» which he would have done, had 
they carried me into the fatal Cloifter where I was 
to have been buried alive.

I (hall only tell you, that depending on none but 
my Brother^ wnofcf Content I had as well as my 
Father's before his Deceale, < I was not (b Ceremo* 
nioua^with Monfieur de Hdut-C^ur^ as I fliould 
have been, had we not been engaged. 'Tis true, 
one thing much troubled me, that Monfieur <t/t 
HMMt'Cour would not find tbo(e advantages with 
me, which he might have promifed himfeif, were 
not the Reformed in Frsnce fo outraged as they 
are. ^ I difcovered my regret to my Lover, who 
hy^ his fincere words convinced me, that he only 
minded the Qualities oF my Per(bn, that would I 
(liffcrhim, he would have followed me where 
ever I went.

A.C length Monfieur ^^ Htfii^-C0«r, who- 
mderftands the Myftery of engaging Mens Minds, 
dtfcoui^d the Old f^fibmrt whh fi> much AS^£^fOf% 
and Re^n, that he made him as Ziealous foir 
mine and my .Brother's Service, as he had fonnierly 
been for my Mother's Imereft. 

The Evening we fopt together with greater 
chearfuhcA than we had diicovered at Dinner, 
Madam 4e GsrJe and I contrad^d jin iiiviolable 
AflM^. Uodged'with berm the fame Bed, where 
the made me give her an Accoimi in what man^ 
Her^ ami Hy what izmans I had embraced the Re- 
fbrrtied Religion^ at the Rekitfon at whkh (he (hed. 
fliany Tears of Joy iind Tendcfneft ; and exhot^ 
ted* me to co^thiiiie in tke good Way into which I 
bad entred, ahd to make my Dfciaratioti as fdoA 
as I could, which I alfo refaiyed to db^ 

The next Morning my Brothet ^aye oor Land*^ 
hdy what flie demanded t We face out rtty eariy^ 
as we had need, becau& thl6 Day's Journey waa 
very long, To that we cooW not reich the CafHe of 
Madam de Qmri& tifl %was Night. At 6ur En- 
trance (he'did us all Pdflible Honour,' receiving us 
with RefpeA, and a thoofand Car efTes.

I abode in this Hoafe fifteen 
dajB wiih much Pjeafiire and Sveetneft, MonGeur 
je HMut-CeuT and my Brother, with the two R^- 
hurt'i, to the EJcler ot whom I was perfe^ly re- 
conciled, ftayed but two days with us, Ab for 
the Troopers they were lodged at another Place.

I receired fiich Kind- 
ntSct from them as I ftall never forget, and had 
frefl) Con/olations every moment. I fiiall nor 
relate all that pafled ?n my Heart, which, not- 
Wfthftanding the Favours I received, emoyed hot 
little reft and quiet. Tis enough that I> tell you, 
that they dailv invented a thoufand' innocent 
Pleafbres to divert me, as Walking, 'Htmting, 
Coni&rti of Mufick, in which KAidam J^M P^J^ 
and her two Daughters bo)r6tii:part, toftcdier with 
fbe Gentlemen her Sons laLaw;; who fiing P£ilms 
tvery day together.

was of.: The Countenaiure of this Apparition was 
lean, pale and dejeded ; he had on his Head a 
Oip, like thofe chat are ufualljr worn by FaUnders^ 
which coi^cred hit Grey Hairs, which were all ruf- 
fled, and a great Beard, grown quite outof fafhion; 
of the fame Colour with his >Iair. In a Word, 
every thing both in the Perfbn and Habit of this 
Solitary, was extraordinary and aftonifliinff. We 
were much afraid at the fight of him, and had it 
not been f (Mr Madam de U Gsrdf^ who on this Oc* ; 
Cftfioo had more Courage than the Gentlemen that 
accompanied us, we had certainly fled ; but our . 
Fear Taniihed as (oon as we heard him begin to 
Di(cour(e with Madam di U Gsrde, 

Blefled be God, laid he, that being confined to 
this Cave for the reft of my Days, God has been Co 
gracious to me t$ to give me the fight oi fome ! 
good Chriftians. that have not bowed the Knee 
to the J^omtfff Idols, nor i>ecn Partakers of their 
Abominations : Indeed, added he, I had forgotten 
what ]oy meins, before I faw you ; but now my ^ 
Heart is full of it, for I fee that God hath not for- 
faken me, feeing I am vjfited by Per(bns that fear 
his Name, and call on him in Purity and Truth* i 

Good God, repIyM Madam df U Gdrde, without 
making any other Reflef^ion on what he (aid, iqe. j 
thinks I (hould know your Voice, which miich re- 
iembles that of a Man of great Worth of our Re* 
ligion, who hath been for (bme time loiL and was 
thought to be made away privately, Once none 
could gi^e any Account of^ him» She (pake thele 

laft. 
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laft Words (b low, that none but the Solitary could 
liear them. I believe, Madafls, anfwered he, tbac 
you know me, fori know you Very well, you are 
hiudkm di U GsrJ^^ a true Pattern of Vertue, Pie «: 
ty and Conftancy to ail thole of the Religion ; and 
I am -^-«- — 'Tis enough, faid (he; interfupting 
htm, not fuffering him to tell who he was, becaufe 
of the Lacqueys tbac were preient and bore the 
Torches : aftor which flie took him afid^ and they 
diicouiied tegetber a large hour, dttfing which we 
vificed leverai of the little Caves, io which we 
foond nothing of Oitioficy; fbrhat we came bade 
as (boo as we . beard that M&dam dt U G^irde had 
ended her Converfattdn with the Solitary, whom 
(he eameftly intited to eac with us ; but he excufed 
bimielf very handlbmly, and wkh much Qvility 
returned to his dark Habkackm. 

As fooo a9 we were out of the Cave» and Ma« 
dam dw UiSsrds had (ent away the Lacqueys about 
fomc little buiioefi : You wouU never think (my 
Cbikhtn) faid flie,that this poor Man I difeourfea 
with but now, Was not only tamous once for Zeal; 
Vkty^ Vertue and Charity, but aHo for his Riches 
and Reputation* We may truly (ay, that he was 
the (iipport of fuch poor Men- as w%re perfecutr d 
for their Religion : ouch as were fpoiled of their 
Eftates he maintained out of his own ; fuch as 
their Enemies* endeavoured uojufUy to oppreft, he 
defbided ; the Affiided found a great deal of Com- 
fort from* him. He made good his Ground for a 
loEhg jcime agsinft DoSors-, Great Men and Sol« 
diersr agamft Priefls and Monks. Whfen the great- 
eftfTempeft began to arile aga'tnft us, and the Pa« 
ftor of his Church being terrified with the Appre^ 
hetifions of Danger, left it to the DeftruAion o£ 
the wild Boars of the Foreft^ he alone ftood faft, 

G and 
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and bore the Shock of all the Aflaults that irere 
made upon this poor Flock. Infbmucb that the 
•Rnge of the Enemies of the Truth againft felni 
grew (b gieat, that the leaft Injury they did faifn 
was to take his Edate from him. He was forced 
to fly from his Home, and to wander manj^ days m 
continual danger of being feixed and ruined. In 
'the mean while the Members of his Church were 
fcattered, many of them fled, (bme into HoUnd^ o- 
thers into BngUnd, and (bme that Were unfound, 
revolted from the Truth. For his part he was re- 
iblved not to tarry in FrMnce, but to retire into 
Germany ; And whtlft the Clouds were gathering, 
and the Temptfl:, with which he was ar laft over- 
taken, was at a diftance, he gathered a pretty good 
Sum of Money, which he took with him, rcfol- 
ving to go diredlly for Gitmany^ accompanied with . 
a very honefl, faithful young Man ; but being 
ibmewhat incommoded on the way, in a place re- 
mote from all Habicationi he (aw thefe Caves, 
and retired Into them ; but 'twas not long e're this 
Solitude, to which Neeeiliry had at firft forced him, 
began to pleafe him, (b that he refolved to fpcnd 
the red of his Days in it.^ He found Convenien- 
cies beyond his ExpeSation, as certain Steps that 
]ead up to the top of the Rock, where he chofe 
his Lodging in a place that's dry and wbole(bm, 
whereas the Air of the lower part of the Cave is 
moift and cboaking. ^ As for his Provilions, the 
young Man that's with him, goes from time to 
time to buy them^ for him. But we'll fpeak 
more largely of him another time ; confider 'tis 
late, and if we intend co dine to day, 'tis time to 
begin. 

In 
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In. the mean ti^e the Lacqueys rook care to 
fmokA our Provifions on the Grafi, fo that We 
dfhett after the Turkifli Mode :^ And we (hould 
hare be^n inuch inclined. to Mirth and Pleafure, 
had' not the furpnzing Adventure of the Solitary 
made \is ferfous, 'Tis indeed fo rare a thing for 
Perfofis of the B^formed ^ligion to retire from the 
World after this manner, that one Example may 
pafs for a^^MJracle. - Xou wonder at this, faid Ma- 
dam de UGarde^lor my p^rt I don't at all. Th«y 
vfe ua. as they i^rmerly did the Primittve Chrifti- 
ans, and li it ftrange if fome amongft us imitate 
thofe holy Perfbns, who retired into Dcfirrs, and 
Holes oF Rocks ? May not the fame Calamities in- 
fph'e Perfbns ^itH the fame Refolutions, how ri- 
diculous (bevcr they may ftem to the Men of this 
World. 
' Dinner, being ended, Madam dels 6arde fent 
' Mbnfieur aP Ariattx^ and Monfieur de Chables into 
the Rock, to fee if they could meet with the Soli- 
tary, with whom (he earneftly dtfired to have 
aftotnef Conference. They foon met him, for he 
hearing their Voice, and even what they faid, (the 
Voice' eafily running from one end of the Rock to 
> the o^her) came to them, and had the Complai-' 
fance to meet us at the entrance of the Cave, nor- 
i withftanding the diibrder he was in. Madam d9 
I la Gardc^ as fboo as (he (aw him, (cnt away the 
■ Lacqueys, and begun a Di(cour(e with him thus. 
f 'Tispot without Rca(6n,* (aid (he, tliat Truth 
I 18 faid to be found in the Defarts and Caves of rhe 
. Earth, ^ whilft FaKhood too often cftablifheth her 
abode in the Palaces of Kings ; (ince we (ee fucb- 
as Jove the Truth, both in Faith, and iri Di(cour(e, 
chufc the moft favage places to dwell m. It may 
be, reply ed the Solitary, that Truth wou!d be^ 
^ G X found 
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found in the Palaces of Kiogs« did hot the grear^ 
ne($ of Its Splendor offend them^ and difturb tb^ 
quiet, they would not have its Beams lb near ; 
nor would tbe^ be told, that after all they are but 
Men, composed of the lame Materials, and-as qe* 
ceflarily obnoxious to Death as oriiers are» How 
much lefscan they .endure to be told of their Vic 
Debaucheries, Imperfe£Uons, Idfidjclity ud Fs 
hpod. 

Do us the Favour, faid Madam de la GAn^e^to 
give us an Account of the Motives that have objU« 
ged you to embrace (bftrange a Kind pfJ^ifeas 
that you now lead. That I Ihall willint ly do, dn* 
fwered he. The firft was the deplorable Eftate, of 
opr Churches. ""1 reckon their ^ate 4eplorable9 
not onl^ bceaule of the Perfecutions they (uffer 
from without, but becaufe of their own Infirmities 
and Failures. I will not (Madam^ z£k the Saint, 
TkQT make any Pi&ures to Holinefs ; for I account 
my felf a great Sinner, yet were I not able to be- 
hold the Univerial Corrui>tion of Manners among 
us, without being filled with Horrour and Ams^^ 
ment : Alas, we have imitated the Children of thU 
World, and in fome refpe^s have out done them 
tob^ Pride, Luxury, DifTolqtenefs, have abound- 
ed amongft us, as amongft the Heathen ; we have 
offered Incen(e to our Revenge,^ our Animo&iea, 
ourCovetoufnefi, and our Ambirion ; vea, a great 
part oT our Paftors have followed tW iame;Cour(e« 
•Alas! Ladies, alas Gentlemen, ('added he with a 
deep Ggh) is not this cau(e enough for a Man to 
wf(h ioT a place lar from^ (b fcandalous a Society ? 
Yet not making any Schifm in the Faith^ or Worr 
flirpthat we^profefi. ^ 

How often have 1 fald with the PrpphetJ^rw** 
shf^ Ob tb4^ I bad -4 Cpttsgi tf ttawbrs in the fKU 
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ietmrs^ fbfre woud 1 aitJe^ Mitbtrt wu*d ihewait 
tbt'fins •/ $b$ DdUjfbttrs •f mf People. I would in- 
deed hzve done (o, had not my Confcience told 
ihe, <bat 'twas no time to make t Retreat when^ 
we are dafled to the Combate ; no time to hide 
our ftl ves when we ought to Ihew our felves to 
them that are weak in the Faith, to be ta theit 
Examples of Conftancy and Perfeverance. I ftay- 
cd therefore in the World, out of a defign of ftrv- 
ing others ; I made ufe ofthls time to warn, boA 
CMfiffiorier, Paftors, and People, that a dreadful 
ftormf was garheringy which would fall upon us e're 
we w^re aWare : But I was accounted a Phanacick; 
a VifioriAry, a Dreamer, a falfe Prophet, .an En- 
thuQaft, and what elfe they pleafed : yea. Men 
'^ett (b lar from believing me, that tney laugh*d 
at,wh)it i fifd.. 

Oh how willingly would I have (pent all my 
filbotf, tHar I might not have been ft true Prophet 
of the 0etblatt6n that's coihe upon us ! But had I 
b^en iifefar, that could not haVe prevented ir. ^is 
not without ver^ igoodreaibn that the (Toty %rtp-' 
fufe dalh Meh fohietimes briitifh, Ibtoetimes mad 
and foolifh ; for ^thbiigH th^y afe told, that the 
danger Is ihetirable, tibat the hand is lifted up to 
ftrike the deadly Blow, unlefi the^ repent, yet 
they will ftill p'erfevere in their Iniquities, and add 
to the meafure of thfeir Crimes ; they are not con- 
tent to walk leafurely to their ruine. but run head- 
long into it i and any one that did but (erioufly 
conHder their a&ions,' would Imagine that they 
were afraid they (hould not be miferable foon e- 
nough. We have feen our Miferies coming upon 
us by degrees. We have had rime to have pre- 
vented them by our Tears and Repentance, and 

G } yet 
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yet we have been fo brutifli, (6 beloCtecl, as chat 
we have fieitber wept nor repented. 

Ac length thofe evils that thrtarncd us are come 
upon us, and have as ic were fcjzed us by the 
Throat when wejeaft expelled them. Our Churches 
are denoolifbed, and our Religious Aflemblies in- 
terdifted in a thoufand peaces where they were be- 
fore free. In a word, you know your ftlves oXl 
that hath befallen us, Co that there's no need that I 
fhould make fuch a doleful recapitulation of k. 
How often have I longed for Death, and envied 
the condition of thofe that are at reft fn the Lord ? 
How often have I accounted thofe happy that are 
gone home before the coming of our Angui(bes! 
or thofe whom Death furprizing in their Cradles, 
hath prevented from feeing thofe Affli<3 ions where- 
with we are at prefent coniinoaliy exercifed. 

Was not this enough to make' me hate ^the 
World, and retire inro fbme Dcfirt where I might 
{hed tears in abundance, without fear of contradi* 
^on ? For the Cruelty we are at prefcnt under, 
U (f> great, that our very Tears are made Crimes. 
We are perfecuted and dare not fay (b, nor make 
ufe of the term Perfecution or Perfecurprs. We 
ftiuft look Pleafant in the midft of Torments^ and 
the bare faying that we are under Afilidions, and 
groan under them, is enough to make us accounted 
bad Subjc(fts : For my part, having my heart full 
of Grief, I was forced to leave all commerce with 
Men, and to fcek in the thickeft ForreSs and dark- 
ift Caves, a place where I might freely complain 
of our Miferies. 

But that which was the Immediate caufe of this 

Voluntary Retreat, was a Journey which I made to 

Court, about the Affairs of our Churches, and my 

- • •' ' own. 
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own. Ifaw fuch abominable Corruptions there, 
s» were not exceeded under the Regency of K'^^^^r^' 
rine de hiedices^ who brought the Im/m»/ to act 
on this great Theatre of Eurofe^ who filled the 
Court with the moft horrible Vices that were evef 
heard of. What vile DifcourHs did I hear from 
the higheft Nobility of the Kingdom, both at 
their Tables, and in their Walks, about their hor- 
rible and unnatural Debaucheries. Ordinary Vi- 
ces are at prefent accounted Vertucs, while fuch 
Crimes arc perpetrated, as have formerly brought 
Torments of Fire and Brimftone from^ Heaven* 
upon People ; not to fpealc of thofe horrible BlaC- 
phemies that are daily heard, fuch as the Devils 
themfelves could never have invented, and a thou- 
fand other Villanies which I (hall not name, and 
'would to God I had never heard. 

I was one day thinking upon thefe things, whett* 
a Gentleman came to make this P'ropofal (o me^ 
That if I would abandon the Herefie of Ci/»/^, 
and (ubmit my (elf to the true Cathofick, Apo- 
ftoHcIc, and Roman Church, I (hould not onljr 
prefervc my own Eftate, but (hould alfo be ad- 
tranced" to extraordinary Digciities. He that made 
me this Propofal, was one of the greateft Etebaur 
chees of all the Court : He PreflTed me much to a 
Complyance, remonftratin^ that the advantage 
. was very confiderable, and that 'twould be my 
Prudence to embrace this offer, whilft the Court 
* was in (b good an Humour. Tho' I were a Ca- 
tholick already Catifwered I) yet I would trun 
Proteftant, that I might not be of a Communion 
of which you are : What's the meaning of this,. 
' (added I J that you, who believe not in God, Ihould 
exhort me to turn Catholick? I affure you, (fafd 
be) that the King will have but one Religion in 

-'0 4 W» 
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his Kingdom, and that fuch as refuf^ to Cbir 
form to hfs Will, in embracing the Catholicfc 

Religion. — •-- ™. 

The King, &id I, [internipting him with an 
heat whereof I was not Mailer) the Ring would 
do better, and ^6t more for the advantage of his 
State, did he purge it of an infinite number of 
Debauchees, Blafphemers, Athelfts, and (uch like 
Traih, than by dealing fb feverely with fb great a 
number of good Subje^ls, who are guilty of no 
other Crime but refuung to go ro Mafi. 

Thefe words were too fincere for the Age in 
which we live, and alio escpofed me to much dan- 

Ser, againft which I had no other defence biic 
ighr. Oh how mtich fa(er is it at prefen^•fdr 
men to refiedl upon the Condu£k of the Almrght/ 
God, than on that of the Kings of the Earth ! 
Every body knew my Acciiftr to be one of ithe 
mod Propbane, the greateft Blaffshemer, Atheift 
^r\A Debauchee of all the Court : Yet he had never 




.word, but I pjrclcntly found a MiUioii pf Enemies 
^rm*d againft me : On the one hand, all the Li- 
bertines and Debauchees of the Court were enr^- * 
ged againft me,for prcfumingto reprove their way 
of living ; thefe latfly acCuIed me for fpeaking 
irreverently of the King and Govemthent:. Qn J 
the other hand, the Society of the Je^fiiirs were rf- 
folved toruineme, making it a point of Honour 
to do fo, as being a moft dangerous Hereticlc, 
whom 'twas fit to rid .the World of, in order to 
the accomplifhing (heir Defigfis on others. 

Yet I remained very fccure at my ow;n Lodi* 
logs, nevtr imagining that I was purl2icd withio

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muchfaiy; the cerribleft of ail difgraoes wiat jud 
ready CO overtake mc^ when Tdid ndt in the leaft 
fufpe&ki but a Billet that I received from an^ 
unknown hand awak'd me out of this Securityyv 
tlie Contents of it were theie ;

Billet ^ yet having made it fhy bufmefi to prepare 
my mind for the moft cruel Events, I was nor 
much fiirpriz^d at the greateft Threatnings. U 
prepared my felf for my departure with alltmagir ' 
mble Secrecy^ taking leave of my moft intimatis^ 
.'Friends ; /uid retumiogto my Lodgings ine^inite^ 
where I mildlbme time, till 1 could receive a Sum 
of Mooey, wKkh 1 kept againft a time of aeed^. 
and till 1 tad hid (bme Papers of' great impgr^ 
lance; which having dorte, I rciblv'd to leave 
fr4Mce as (oon^as I cpuld, accooipanied: only- with^ 
^ yqufvg mani in whole Vettu^ tiid.FtdeUQ!?i^fi<-- 
tirely confided. 

I doiv'r ^eny but 'twas f^nie trckible to me to- 
think of retiring amongft Strangers^ w^ tho^-they 
' make ProfeiCon of the (ame Religion with loet yet^:

R^iormed in Er4»w ; and fkqow by fevcral rcla- -

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tions which I had from feveral Perfons yet alive* 
their lukewarmnefi and indifferency wif rr relJieA 
to the moft pure religiotis Worflitp \ But what 
fliould I do ? I muft either refolve on Death or 

iierpctual imprifbnment ifl ftaid in France^ or elle 
eave it to fccure my- Life, or at leaft my Liberty.' 
In a Town which I paffed through in my Jour- 
ney, dwelt a good man of the t^^f^rmed i(^iigioH * 
above ninety years of Age. I knew him by report, 
^bealfbknewme, ana therefore thought fit to 
¥}fit htm In my way, and deGre his Advice. If I 
Vere of your Age (faid he^ I would do as you do. 
I would as certainly fly Fruff^^ as Seamen do the 
'Coafti of AlgUri and Tunlt, C>h how happy are 
thofe that leave an Hou(e that's full of Craks, and 
v^ich every BUft of Wind threatens with ruine, 
,But Monfieur, replied I, BrAnct is at prefent in fb 
flouriQiing condition, that it.giv^s Laws. to. all 
Europe^ its power makes all her Neighbours trem- 
ble : But (anfwer'd he) whar more evident and 
certain Tokens can you defire of approaching 
Deftru(Slion, than the Univerfal Corrupttoh that 
-reigns in it, from the leaft to the greaceft, than 
that infolent Pride and that Cruel Perfecution 
"Which IS afted againft the Faithful. Aflure your 
felf, my Son, that one ot thefe things hath formerly 
over-turned Empires, that were more illuftrious in 
their beginnings and rife, than Frana can ever 
hope to be in the hlght of its Grandure. Much 
more reafon hath a State in which all tho^ 
three , things are found, ta believe in ruinc n h gt 
the Doer. - ' 

M Thefe words, fald the Solitary, pierced my 

Searc, elpecially when the good Old Man added 
is : You know, faid he, that the Holy Scripture' 
fcUrusi, that the Judgments of God bfgin t^hk 
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own Houfe. There's no Tru^h more fully con- 
fircned than this is, by innumerable and mofl: Au^ 
tfaentlck Examples, whereof we have ften fome 
"Whh our own Eyes. God inflifte d his Rod ort 
our Churches in the times of our Fathers, which 
Were miferably ravaged and defblared \ but when 
once their Tryal was over, God at length avenged 
himfelf on their Enemies : not only on the Heads 
and Authors of their Miferies, but alio on all the 
People, punifliing the Children for the Iniguirtes 
of thefr Fathers. When God had executed his 
Judgments on his Church in the Days of our An- 
ceftors, who were exposed to Maffacres and Burn- 
ings ; he rurned his hand againft our Enemies, and 
by a Juft Decree we (aw lEr^ncB punifhed by her 
fclf, for the Cruelties ffie had committed ; and 
there was no confiderable Town in which innocent 
Blood had been fhed, but was expoftd to the terrible 
ftroafcs of Plague, War, and Famine, and thofe- 
who bad moff cryed out againft the ffuguenon^ . 
-were the firft that employed their Force and Cru^- 
dty againft their own* Country, and at length God 
caft thele Rods of his Ang'er rnt;o the Fire.- 'Tliad 
been but i fmall thing if only the Authors of otir 
Mifiry had fufFered, all -France was involved in^ 
the fame Puoifhment, in the feme Indignation oP 
God. 

' Be confident of th's, that the Corruption, thfe ^ 
Itrfbknce,' and the Perfecii^lon of the Clergy of 
France againft our Churches hath a 'fixed Period,* 
which when ft'is* once come, the long-foffering of 
God will beat an end, and he'll no longer bear 
with the Opprtflbrs of his'S^ints, the BlafphemerS' 
oF hi« Nam?, and the Contemners of Ws Glory. 
As for thh term which God hath fixedi which muft 
expire before hell execute bis Juftice, none knows 
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it ; for there are fome Wretche« to whom Gad 
puts a Hop in the beginning of their C^ricre* and 
ihere are others whom he gives a Ioniser Icope and 
Ipace* and feems to have forgotten uitm^ hue to 
the end he will find them, fb a& to rehder the Veor^ 
geance he executes upon them, glorious. 

But not to amulemy (elf with Arguments, tp 
prove what I (ay, I exhort you to remember, that 
every wife Man, ifhe (^arefuUy conftders the ni^l^- 
rer, muft fly out of Fr^Mg.

before the mouth of this Cave, into which a hard 
and long rain forced me to enrer, without any. 
other deHgn but that of Iheltering my ft If from 
the Storm* I found in it an honetl Country*mani 
tvho was come hither out of the fame Dcfigo. He 
fold me (b manv curious Things concerning t^ 
(Save, that I had a great mind to (ee it, andpro-

There were aI(o other lels holes, which were liea- 
ten out to admit ^the light, I imsgined that thit 
had been the Habitation of (bme H$rmi$^ that was 
weary of the world as I was, and had fitted this 
place for his Accommodation. The Contry-maa 
confirmed me in this Opinion, and told me, that 
he had heard his Grand-F.ath«ir (ay, That a Man 
who had the Reputation of great Holine(s had 
dwelt there.

and conjured him to aflift me ; befides I ^romikA 
him a dosble and treble Reward for all the pains

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be fliouU take for mc^ an3 he raviflhed with hw 
'happinefiy promifed to do any thini;^ that I (bould 
command him. This Night I lodged at the Vil-- 
lage where he dwelt, and told him all that I would 
have him do for me. 

He prefentlv apprehended my meaning^ and 
being an Indultrious Man returhed the next Mbrsf- 
fhg with me to the Cave, where he took meafure 
ef rke Door^ Windows, and the place for the Bed, 
and wrought (b hard, with one othis Companions, 
that at the end of two Days he returned to put up 
the things that he had macfe, and fixed a Lock to 
my Door. In a word, be wrought (6 welt, tbat [ 
had no reafbn to complain of the coft.: Beiides. he 
brought me divers Frovifions, and promiled to 
keep my Counlel inviolably, and in this he hath 
been as good as his Word. He conftantly comes 
twice a Week to fee me, and if at any othcr^tiroe 
I want any thing, I fend ray Servant into the Vil- 
hge/(b that 1 am as well furniflicd with all Con- 
veniences as L could dcfire. 

It may poflibLy feem very rude and fcvere for a

er, to thePraifts of God, ajid to Holy Meditations; 
-*hfe*iffind fuch Pleafures, as we cannever compre- 
hend whilft we are entangled ih the Affairs of the 
-; World. As for this Young Man, who isohfti- 
nately refblved never to leave me, he fciits his In- 
'cHnarions well enough with mine, nor do I con- 
tradift him in his innocent Dlverfions. I fuffer 
him to enjoy the Pleafures of Hunting and Walk- 
ings a& well knowing that when Devotion Is not 

free 
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free, 'tit of ,qo value,f and doth not dcfenre the 
name of Devotion. 

I never foupd the leaft triconveniency By this 

extraordinary change of Life and Lodging^ which 

I attribute to God's {particular afliftanee. I never 

regretted rpyjuft enjoyments, if any thing afflid? 

me, 'tis the remembrance of the Ancient Profp^ 

rity (of our Churches^ and the conGderaiton of 

'their prefent Miferjr. One day a» I happened to 

be thinking very ftrioufly oii th.is, I feU uito (a 

prdfound a fl^cp» (hat I dreanfci a Dream, wht^h 

for its rarity I mall, never oe able to forget, lio 

'more than another which I had igme days after. 

I (hould, did I not fear being tedious^ relate theat 

to you.

The third Piaure repreftnted a TehpeVt, £» 
excellently well, chat the bare fight of ft Wat e- 
nough to fill any one with Terror, herein fhrpaf- 
fing moft other PiAures ; the WfaidB were drawn 
with fwoln Faces, blowing withfiich hDf)etubfity, 
rhat the Sea leeroed to be nothing but moving 
Mountains. I observed that thele Wifids wete 
drawn much after the fitn« mannerias they are de- 
Icribed by the Poets, except that (bine of them bad 
Mitres, Hats, Ibuare Caps and Hoods; Iperceiv^ 
ed that one of them bad a tripple Crown, who

The fourth Figure reprelented a. beautiful and 
great Leopard, who having been a long time 
kept chained, had at length broke his Chains.

Moft of tho(e Hunters 
were either cloatted in the Habits of Jefuires, or 
at lead bore fom^ Marks of t|ieir Devotion to that 
Order ; (bme of them fpread their Nets to enfnare 
kim, others compounded Mixtures to ftupifie him, 
Md cafi; him into a fleep, but none durft venture 
to put the Chain, about his Neck, which was in a 
mdineC to this enci^ (or this dai^erous Beaft had 
ftrangled fome of the Hunters and Dogs that durft 
come near him. You'll eafily imagine what this 
Pi6kire fignifies, added the Solitary,^ when you 
underftana that this Leopard^ is nothing el(e but

The fixtti Figure reprefented the preftnt Pope,' ~ 
weeping bitterly nt the Diminution of his Autho- 

' rity. He had with him fome Cardinals, who en- 
deavoured to Comfort him : He was pi^eparing the 
Thunder oi Excommunication againit France, who 
expected it with the grcateft Scorn in the World ; 
which obliged the Pope's Friends to remonftrate to 
him, that 'twould be in rain to have recourfc to 
the rigour of hrs Bulb, in a ilme when the World 
was no longer aFraid of them, which induced the 
good Father to lay them afide till a more &voura> 
Ble opportunity. In the (ame Piflure wa» repre- 
lented how iht Jefuifs abandoned the Inrereft of 
the Pope, to adhere to that oi France, as being the 
ftrongell ; nor wijt they now any longer maintain 
their old. Maxim,' limt poftt mi^ht dffofe Ki^g'y 
imd free thtir Suhji Us from their Oaths tf AlUgianee : 
Not ihar they nave alteifd their Minds, or are 
become more Orthodox, but becaule they (ec the 
Affairs of the Popes to be in fo defperate a Con- 
dition, that they can never hope to get any thing 
by them.

vanqulfhed; and'did all that they \}rere dtlired, all - 
oi rhetn except- fottie old People, on Whom the 
Ooffes oF Gold had no' more Influence than ihofe 
of Iron: Upon Ihis PiSure was written in great t 
Letters, THETRUE MIRACLES OF THE 
GROSS FOR THE CONVERSION OF 
HERETICKS. In anptber part of the Tabic we 
faw the Sieur A MMr$B/ic^ Iritendant and Gre^t 
Converter, or at leaft his Statue, which the Jcfu- i 
its bad ereStd' in fbme of their Houfes, be was 
furrounded with Dragoons, Treafurers and Mifli- 
onaries, and there was carried before him, as the 
Groft ufcth to be before Legates, a Purfe at the 
«hd of the Staff, and Urge Patents, which prom!-' 

fed 
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1>a (uchas fliould be Converts ttcPurie for tHis 
[ t.tf e, and Paradile for the other ; for the perfor- 
' mance of which the Intendant himfelf would be* 
'come Surety ; but neither he nor hi» words were

' Adarfllac fufFered, as it were, by way of Paffime^ 
' ills Dragoons to torment the poor Country Hugue*

two Afles in a Quagmire, very bufily employed 
about thejufti/ication of theI^tenda^t'8Condu6t,' 
or at leaft endeavouring to Wot out the remem-' 
brance of it, but all their time and pains were to 
no purpofe.

an an^ry old Fellow, who was the Sieur M^iiw- 
bwrge : But although the Book was t^rnt,' anJ \ 
i the Aihes thrown into the Air, yet it ftill appeared 
wi(h this Infcription, O je Fools and DtfiraBed^ 
titttk you t$ deflroy the Truth by h timing tf Bool^s ? At 
the fame time we iaw this fame Book -fall down 
from Heaven,^ and was, with faveral othen, care- 
fully gathered up and preferved, at which tbofe,'

The Seventh Figure (hewed us an Old Man/ 
with a fad and difcontented Countenance, fitting; 
in his Study, the Solitary told us that 'twas the • 
famous Arnaud. Do*yoa fee this Old ^fon^ (iatd! 
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he) be endeavoiirs to make his Coi^tence trwidc 
to bis Incereft : Hp maft of oeceflity aflift the Je- 
fititSf and OMofi the Hugufitois^ . and the ditte- 
ititf method be is forced to folloWt entangles him 
cruelijr. BeGdes, he is very far advanced in years» 
and his Life bangs bj a tingle thread, Co that he 
dreads at once the Indignation of the King, and of 
Codt and would fain.efeape botiiy but he finds 
faimielf under a neceflity of being hated of the one 
cr the other.

outragious, all in general forgot their Duty to God, 
tor their Country,* and to themfelves, a<^ing a 
tboufand Cruelues againft the Beloved of God ; 
over l^r Head were written tbeie Words of the

word oppreffed and defblated at prefent more 

than ever hitherto it hath been. I ask you once: 

more before this Imall and holy Aflembir. Have 

you well confidered what you do ? Hirn no hu- 

nane Paflion or worldly Confideratioa obliged 

you to foriake the Belief in which you were bora 

and bred^ to embrace another ? 

This C2pcftion, for which I was not prepared, 
thinking 1 had fully (atisfied the Minifter in our

Anfwer. I call God to witneii before you, God

I need not tell you what I Ihall lofe in the 
World by abandoning the Roman Religion, nor 
yet the Miferies I mutt expcA in embracing the 
Reformed. I have made divers Rcfleaions upon 
It for a long Time, and God hath given me Grace 
to furmount all the Allurementsof the World, and 
the Calamities I have Reafon to expeA in entring 
into the Communion of Saints.

All 
things concujr in calling, you home to a Mother 
that loves you, and I wulnot diflwade you from 
your Duty, yet I would as a Mother, and as a 
Member at the fame Society with you, give you 
Ibme Advice, which as Affairs are ac prefent, can^ 
iiot but be uleful to yoii. 

; Confider Daughter, that you are a Member of 
the true Chriiliatf Church, dnd that this quality oF 
8 i^/tfriife«{ Cbri/tian, obligeth you to renounce all 
ithe Pleafiirrs of the Wc^rld, which ordinarily foL* 
low greatnefi, and feem ro be entailed on the 
.Church of i^mtf. I (hall notittfift much on this 
ifolnt, becauie by what I know of you, you are 
t^ Wife an4 ?r\went not ttt make this refleiSioa 

Voujr ftlf J y^et 'twere is another Point on which I 
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have Ipoken to you already, «i9 (hall now (peak 
v^hat more God hach put into my mind ; ^cis con-> 
cerning your Conftancy^ rp (hew you, that bar- 
ing embraced the Truth, you are obliged to per- 
(evere in it to the end, with an invincible firair 
nefi. 

. It harh been obler ved, and the Obfcrvation if 
jconfirmed by daily experience, . that when a Per- 
(bn renounceth the Errors of the Church of l(pme. 
to embrace the Purity of Faith, fiich as the Word 
of God teacheth us,^ the Devil and the World Ifeem 
to be let loo(e againft tChc Perfbn ; God (ufTcr^ 
him to be expofed to the (harped Trjrafe, ^tp diico- 
verbis Iniquity and HypocriGe, if he return again 
into the fane Church : Whereas the true Children 
of God, having their Dut]^ always before their 
Eyes, never fail in foeflenrial a Point asperfeve- 
ranee is, but continue in the fear of the Lord unto 
the end. Thus you fee that the fame fire of Perft- 
cution, the fame Furnace o( Affli£tions flioW the 
difference that there is between the Gold and the 
Drofi that is found with it, which cannot be (b 
well dsftingui(hed when they are both taken out 
of the Mines together. But as the Fire diftinguifh^f 
eth Gold from the Earth or Drofs, (b Calamities 
diftinguffh the Children of God from Hypocrites; 
and Sufferings difcover what in Prolperity lay^ 
concealed. ' 

Don't imagine (my Daughter^ that vour Suffer^ 
ingB will only be from the Enemies of the Faith; 
indeed they'll do the worft they can againft you, 
if you fall into their Hands; and the leaft mi(chief 
you are to exped from them is th.e^Confi(cat1on of 
your Goods, (b that yovi*ll be .fptw to be apqof 
fugitive and VagaboQci. Yoii may, ie to^y hel 

promif^ 
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pro9u(e;joujf ielf a comfortable retreat afnong({ 
thdfe of oui- Communion ; but this is what is worft 
6f ally and a real caufe of Lamentation and Mourn* 
Ing ; Alas, you will dot find them to be fuch as 
you 'imagine. You may think that profefling a 
Religion, which fb plainly Commands Charity, 
Zeal, Humility, and renouncing the World, their 
Inatiners will be conformable to their belief ; but 
Ws nothing (b : Don c lye under this miftake, but 
be perfwaded, that the Number of thofe whofe 
Lives are adorned with Chriftian Virtues, is very 
(mail in comparifbn of ihofe that are very pious in 
rhetr Di(courfts, and fplendid in their Profeffion^ 
without ever pra£iifing what they profefs. 
• Oh God ! What a Scandal is it, to fee the 
greateft part of thole that profefs the Reformed 
Religion, leadiAg Lives (b unbecoming the Gof* 
pel, efpecrally in other Countries where the Rods 
of Adverfity have not been yet felt : you will find 
Pride where you expeSSed Humility, DiflTolutenefi 
inftead of Modefty, Hardnefs of Heart inftead of 
Charitv; Coldnefs and Indiflerence inftead of Zeal. 
Oh what anguifh will the fight of thefe things 
caufe in you I I have known Perfbns that have 
bravely bom the loif of Goods, and have hot at 
all yielded to Threafnings, Mi(ery and Impriftn- 
mem, whom the fight of the horrible diforder 
amongft the Reformed throughotit the World, 
have almoft vanquiQic. 

Wherever you retire you will have many Spies* 
upon youj who will watch all your Words and 
Aftions with greater Care and Malignity than if 
you were ftill a l{om£n C4tboliel(. Your greateft 
Enemies will be the Women, (I muft fpeak this to 
the fliameof my Sty:) who leeing you young and 

I 3 hand- 
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hand/bmc, will not be perfwacfed that a Peri^'of 
your Age and Quality could abandon all for the 
quiet ot her Conloienee.. Hereupon they'll inT^nC 
H thoufand idle and ridiculous itories againftyou^ 
as their env^ or jealoufie (hall proitfpt them. Others 
will relate all chat they (hall hear, addingf Mtilig— 
nant Comniencaries of their own, either to veit 
you, or to oblige you to Jifcover fome difcontenr*. 
Yea, they'll be apt enough to injure you to your 
Face, either by dull or bitter Railleries, or elfe by 
open affronts ; ib ihac from which you may pro- 
nilfe your felfjoy and Confolation, will be to yoi* 
the Caufe of Grief and Tears. 

There have been Pcrfons of Honour and Merit 
that have alfo been obliged to feek (ecurity amongft^ 
the £(f formed of other Countriei ; but alas ! They 
■where much deceived in their 'Opinion of theon 
and found that they were only Reformed out of 
Guftom, and becaufe they happened to be born 
fuch) aod that had <hey been bpro J^nfen, or 
J^Mfifis^ or Jew/, they W9uld not, have changed 
rheir Religion. ^ what faults, (oerer they had ^etk 
in it, and on this damnable Principle they hat« all 
tho(e that turn from Error to Tnithf as injpon* 
ilant. Who ever heard of (lich a depravation !. 
Yet I believe thofe fr£>m whom I bad an account 
of it, who are Perfons very Sincere and Pious, and 
who would never have di(covered the nakedne(s of 
thole of their own Communion, had not they done 
it firft tbemfelves. by their own Adlioos. 

i fpeak thefe things that you may not be (ur- 
prized nor aftoni(hed, when you (ee the Lives ot 
fome of the Reformed (o different from their Faith, 
and that you may not take up an Opinion of what 
they believe from their Pr^ices, by which they are 
(6 far from honouring th^ Father which is in Heaven, 

that 
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that tHey not only diflionour Wnf themfthret, but 
aMb by their horrible Ex^fnple^ provoke others to 
do fo too. For my part,^eingc be prefect l\iry-of 
cur Enemiesj^nd the liberty they rakeihafting if, 
'I cjcpeft fomt dreadful Ctil'amky ; and ^tidc^tpoor 
to prepare 'ray oti;fP atid^m^ DAlight^et^ biti3s'f(3Nr 
the mod; (urprizing and 'fatatefl; acciderift, knoW««' 
ing that an «vil forefeen, and for VWch I^rfons 
are prepared, lofeth above half its fortip. 

I (hall conclude my Difcourfe witli fintfefe Vo^ 
for your Welfare and Pi^fpemy: May It {Sleafe 
our good God to incrcati ift yoii daily the Gifts 
of his Holy Spirit. Pira?y to Mm, my Dkughrer, 
call on him In your Proli>erity, and ydu'll find 
him •gracbu^umovou in your Adverfity ; ff'Meh 
afflidV you, hell hll your S6ul Witfh UA^kabk 
Joy; if thl^y WdOnd you, bell biftdup ytJur^cnmdi. 
•and apply ed tlvem fhe,m5ft-heffhng Bfeflfew; If 
•tliey depriVe y6u df ydUr pcrilliing rkHe* hfei^e 
4)eto#, he'tl h'tep on you etemal^nes^iiboVe; this 
h what ! vifli w^th all my Wbdle ^ekrt. Merd- 
<)Ver, that you may teteeteber me, I. beg you to 
recehre this finall prefmt ; ^l^ng me fiVeral Bdoks 
of Devotion Vei^ well bound. I intended t6 bav^ 
enlarged in .my Expreffioiis of tha^fulfiefs, bSt 
fbe Vould not fuffer me. I was much pleafed 
with the Prefent (he made me, and carried it mf 
Itlf into my Chamber, to lock it up in my Cabi- 
net. 

As (bon as theft things were over, we-went to 
Dinner, at which we were not fa chcarful as we 
had been laft Night at Supper. After Dinner we 
took our leaves one of another. I fhall not give 
an account of the Tears we all (hed : I could n(- 
vcr have thought 'twould have been fo terrible to 

I 4 me 
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me to ptrt from Madam ^Ir U Gmri$ and her ev^ 
illuftrious laughters, who alfb made me Prefenct 
mfter their Mother's Example. They all went into 
the Coach to keep me Company, the MeiSeurs ^ 
idrhMux and ir €Mhi took Horfe to accompany 
my Brother and Lover, who came on Horfe-bacic, 
though they alio brought a Coach with them. 
iThey rode with us alxMit a League and half, 
where frefli Tears were (bed by uSf and many 
Civilities pafled between our Gentlemen. My 
Brother and . Lover made their Complements in 
particular to Madam 4$ U.G«rd9 and her two 
.Daughters* becaufe of their extraordinary kindnefi 
they had flbown me ; and after varieties of Expref- 
iioris denoting thankfulneft and- affe6^ions, our 
Coaches part^ : I was left in mine with none but 
my Chamber-maid, admiring the ftrange revolu- 
tion of this World, that I (hould return voluntari- 
ly the fime way which I had been but a little be- 
fore carried by force! As for my Loverandmy Bro- 
ther, they choie to^ ride on Horfe-back« for rear of 
uny unhappy Accident ; they had al^ with 'em 
t,wo men that were very refblute, and well arm^d. 
I (ball not give you an account of. what hap- 
^n*d this Journey, till I come to our Caftle. My 
Brother caufed the Coach to ftop (bme diftance 
^rom the Gate, becaufe he would not have my 
jMpther know by the noifc that we were come. 
. My Brother and Lover alighted ofF their Horfes, 
.aind I, came out of the Coach ; and my Brother 
having ftridlly charged all the Family not to give 
my Mother Notice of our coming, we went up 
towards her Chamber, and I met her coming out 
of her Clofet, with an extream pale and languifii- 
ing Countenance^ at which I was much rurprjze4: 

As 
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'As foon as 1 faw her, I fell at bcr Feet; faying, 
God bath been verj grMcitius to me^ in /hfferhg me f 
imbrdCeyour i^neis with the fdtisfaRion I have of be- 
ihg. dffured thut you are no longer sf^ry xoitb me. 

At this Surprize my Mother crycd out, and was 
forced to fit down, not having ftrength to (land 
up 3 at length, being a little come to her felf, (he 
faid, Juftine, My Daughter ! Juftine, My Child; Let 
me Mi/o/ky^ that God b^th been very gracious to me^ in 
rejioring me my dear Children^ after I had blindly 
takpt fuch Pains to drive them from me: Come^ my 
Daughter^ let me embrace you ^ after which let Death 
come when it wiU^ I am ready for it, 

I would not ftir from her Knees, but (he forced 
cie to arife and fit down by her. The Aftpni(h- 
ment was (b great, that fte took no notice of 
Monfour de Haut^Cour nor my Brother. At lengthy 
I believe ffaid (he to the former) that your Hap- 
pinefs hatQ been the (ole hindrance of my DaugV 
rer*8 Mi(fery, fbr Heaven would not AifFer a Perfon 
dear to you, to be carried away, but hath dire6l- 
ed you to find hef and bring, her back, fn a 
word. Heaven hath deftin'd her for you, and men 
can neither fiicce(sfully nor honeftly oppofc its De- 
creesv Tou told me a few days fince, that you de- 
fired nothinp in the World more than to have her 
for your Wife. . I now give her to you, and both 
Command her as alMothcr, and beg her as a 
Friend ' to confider you as her Husband, feeing 
Klonfieur de j^he Blanche ^ and Madam his Wife, 
her dead Father, and her Brother, by whom flie 
ought to be dire^ed fince her Father's death, have 
denred this Union. 

Madam, faid I, fuffer me to enjo^ the Con(ola- 
tion. of feeing you, without mindmg any thins 
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elfe, 1 beliete (anfwere^ my Mother fcnilfng) 
thac you are very glad to fee me, but one happi- 
iiefi ought not to be an Obfhcle to another which 
is greater; and after all, Daughter, I owe you ii 
reparation. I give you to this Gentleman to whofn* 
you have, it may be, given your Heart already^ 
this ought to make you forget the In]ury that was 
done you. And on the other hand I am indebted 
to Monfirur «fo Hauf-Cour (or having reftored me 
my Daughter, though (it may be) he aim'd more- 
at hf8 own fatisfa&ion than at mine. 

I confefs I was both confounded and vext that 
thele things fiiould be fpoken in my Lover's pre*- 
fence, and my Mother perceiving my trouble, a- 
roie, and after having recommended her Civilities- 
Vfith Monfieur de, H^ut'C^uvy and her Carefies to-- 
wards my Brother ; I defire, faid Ihe, to allow my 
Heart a little Toy, afterHtes being delivered from- 
fuch cruel Affli^ions. ^ immediately (he (ent fo^ 
the two j^4ttfttjr/ and Abelard^ who had the Honour 
to eat with us ; the reft of the day was (pent in a 
great deal of Pleafere, 'f ill Supper^ during which 
they made me fit near Monfieur it. Haut-Cimri 
You ma^ better imagine, than I can relj, what' 
Diftouries pafs'd between us. In the Evening, my 
Mother ordered my Brother to take Horfe. the- 
next Morning, and invite Monfi^r and Madam 
de l(oche Blanche^ and MadamoifeUe . de Garifiles^ 
their jUuftrious Daughter, to our CaQle; adding 
that in the mean time (he would, keep Monfieur' 
de Haut^Cour with her as a pawn : This Employ, 
raent my Brother joyfully accepted, and went ve- 
ry early the next Morning towards ^che Bidnche.. 
I never had enjoyed fo much Peace and Plea- 
fure fvQce my Eather's Death, as I-jiow did. I was 

much 
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much in my Mother's Favoar, n^ho dealt witivme 

more like a Friend than like a Datighter. She \o^ 

vcd me very tenderly, and 1 loved hfer m^s^ after 

the fame manner. I freeljr enjoyed ifty Lonrer^A 

Company without the leaft jealoofie 6f hindrance. 

One thing indeed troubled me, wbic^h was the 'a(^ 

lurance I had that there was fbmewhat lay near 

my Mother's heart, which though (he end^avoufeil 

to conceal from me, as much as )>oiGble, yet ftd 

could fiot from time to time forbear figbing in my 

prefimce. I once refolded to ask her tbe rea(bi% 

of her fo great trouble, off which I feared my 

change of Religion was the caufe. She perceived 

my fear, whereof (he refolvcd to p^ift me out of 

doubt : I know, Jttftine^ ftid flie, that you believe 

your fentiments about Religion are the caufe of my 

Afflidion ; No, no, I am not forry to fee you aa 

Huguenot, or ready to be one. What would you 

fay, (hould I tell you, that I am apt fometimes to 

approve of what you have done, and to envy your 

Condition. 

So unexpected an expreflion ftruck me filent for 

ibme moments, but at length I anfwered thus. 

Madam (faid 1} I have entirely rejefted the Hftni/h 

Religion, and embraced the Proreftaht; in which 

I hope, according to that aflurance which God 

hath gractouOy given me, 1 (hall live and die: 

But Madam, give me leave to fpeak one word'out 

•of the Word of God to you, which J have often 

heard from my Father and Brother ; To 44} if you 

vfii hear its Voice^ harden not your Setirt, When 

they fpake thefe words to me,^ I was as you at pre- 

fcnt are, under doubts and much uncertainty what 

courfe.To take^ They advffed me not to truft to 

my. own Underllandiog, but to beg of God tbac^ 

be 
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he Would flbev Tou what to do. I did fb« ^nd 
God at lenftth determined me to do what I have 
now done, tor which I do, and I hope I fliall to all 
f temity, blefi his Holy Naoae. Befides, my Bro- 
ther gave me a New-Teftament, which I read fc* 
veral times, and we had fome Difcourfes together, 
till at length the Spirit of God finiflied the work 
he had l^un in me. Take, Madam, the Tame 
Courfe, ^nd be aflured, that the reafbn why your 
Priefts and Confeflbrs forbid you to read the Holy 
Scriptures* ia, becaufe its exceeding great light h 
Abundantly fuStcient to difcover all their Errors 
iand Abuies. Indeed (replyed my Mother) the 
Svords that you have Ipoken are very wonderful : 
.jr# day ifjcu mU b§4r bu VMce, harden nof/$ur heart. 
Yes, Madam, (faid IJ you'll find it thus written in 
the 94th or 95rth P/^/m, where DitvU exhorts his 
People not to refill the Voice and Will of God, if 
they hear him fpeaking to their Hearts or to their 
Eyes by his wonderfiil Works. And St. Paul in 
the third Chapter of his Epiftle to the Hehews^ ap- 
f)Hes this paffage to thoie to whom God hath dis- 
covered the fir ft fparks o{ his Truth, either by his 
4Word heard or meditated on, or by holy Q>ecula- 
tions, for thefe things are indeed the Voice of God 1 
ib that none can harden their Hearts againft it, 
^<without becoming guilty in his Sight. 

If you pleafe, Madam, (added 1) Fll fetch you 
the New-Teftament which my Brother gave me. 
X>o fo ; C&id file) and if you (ee Monfieur de Hasa^ 
four bid him come hither, for I will not conceal 
our Converfation from him. I went, or rather 
flew, to difcharge the Commiflion my Mother had 
,l^iven me. I called my Lover, to whom I gave a 
^ brief account of the dilpofition of^y Mother's Spi- 
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'irit; I be^g'd hU afliftance in perfwadiag her^ 

i¥hich be joyfully promised ; (b that we went both 

to her. Monfieur, (faid my MotberJ you cannoc 

but be (enfible oi the Efteem and Affi^ion that I 

have for you. I defiire that you would fincerelv 

tell me your Mind^ without the leaff coaajplai- 

fance : My Daughter hath confefied, that (he is t>f 

the fame Religion that you are. For my part I 

neither love nor value her the left for it ; and 

fbmetimes I am apt to approve of what ihe hath 

done, and believe, that had I been in her circvun-* 

fiances, 1 (hpuld have done the ikmt thing. In a 

word ; the farther I look into it, the more abufes I 

difcover in the ^»i4«Jleligion ; but yet I know 

not what to do, for we ought not to abandon a 

Belief in which we have been bom and bred^ ua- 

lefs very weighty Reafbns oblige us to it : nor yet 

can we perlevere in a Belief whofe falfhood we are 

convinced of, without wounding our Gonlcience. 

The(e Conlideratlons keep my mind in iufpeoce ; 

pray help me to determine what courle to take. 

Madam, (replyed Monfieur df H^utXlourJ fince 
'tis your pleafiire that I ipeak my thoughts freely, 
I (ball not amuie m]r (elf by di£couriing largely oa 
the Truth and Purity of the Reformed Religion, 
nor the Errors of that of J^omr, for this would be 
a work of (bme hours, yea of (oroe days. The 
Church of ^gm$ errs in manv fundamental Points, 
and the Argument (he urgeth in her defence are fo 
weak and captious, that r(hould never have dbne^ 
. ihould I give you a particular account of them. 
I (hall therefore turn my Di(courie another way, 
and prove that you have no rea(bn to make any 
difficulty of leaving the Romi(h Religion, (ince 

thoie 
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thote ttrj i*erfen« that prefi you to perferfcre in 
Ic, are not thcmfdves perfvAded of its truth. 

Hath ft not been told you a ti^ioufand tf mea^ 
Aat Aitfieuyr C^Mm #as abfblutely neceflaiy, 
tl^re being drMtful Anathema's pronounced a- 

{[ainft (bch as cototeal my thing from their Con<- ^ 
elibr ? I fball not infift on tfiis^ that this kind of 
CotifefSon is not to be found hi Scripture, without 
offering abundance of Violence to ft, and that if 
the Priinitit^ Church eirer admitted it,^ *twas ne- 
ver acc6imted indirpenl3>ly ncccffary , as *t5« now. 
What need is there» (Madakn) that a Prieft fliould 
know all my Heart, and discover all my wealr- 
neffes, feats* itcA fcruples, whereby he may Ao 
what he will with me, efpecially drain my^ Eftate 
to tnrfch C^nrches and Monafteries ? This hath 
occafibned tnoft of thoie, wlio have (bme fenfe of 
the Abntes of Confeflion, to confefs no more than 
IS confiftcnt with their Interefl: : Efpecially thofe 
wbofe Corrf effors are Jefurrs, will not, if they are 
wift, confeft all they know, do, or think, becaufe 
thcy^may afibre themfclves, that their (ecrets wlU 
'be revealed, and will pafi co other Perfons bciides 
thciir Confcflbr, notwithftandiing the great Corpa- 
'tal and Spiritual Punrflindents pronounced again (I 
thofe that repeal ConFcffiohs. IRtmember (Madam) 
the Q«aftibns that yoiir ConRffor ask*d you, ana 
70U will find after . having ex^^mJned the Penances 
'a!nd Satisfa^ions that he ord^m^d, that he made 
«uft of toiirCbnteiBoh bnly ro get fottiewhat or 
other from you, or elfe a more abfolute domtnioii 
'oveir your Sptrit. This therefore is an Article, 
which the Church of J<cmf hath publifhed for her 
own private Intercft, I mean worldly Intcrcft : 
' iSloc to mention the many other mifchiefs that are 

voccafioncd 
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occaGoned by it^ much 1^ thofe lor which it was 
formerly prohibtced in the.Crer^ Churdiy by 
NeSMriutYsLtthtdtiolCfinfian^iMofU; 

Again^ PurgHory^ what is it but ati Iimfntion tQ- 
maintain plenty in the Ritchens of their Clergyi 
who have alfo found out the Remedy agatnft it^ 
which are M4j()r« for the Dead, znd Pilgrimages' f 
>^hat M^ being perfwaded that his Soul mulit 
fiiffer the moft dreadful Torments for many thou^* 
&ik1s of yearS|6an avoid being terrified at the ima- 
gination of it, and refufe to give krge Donttions^ 
ror the finglngof multitudes of Maiksi by their 
means to be laved from ft ? Who fies not tbat this 
18 nothing elfe but a meer hudiane Invention ? For 
Purgatory was invented to caufe the Mafi to be 
prized, and the Mafi to furniih the Kitchen ; 
whence it follows^ that the ^(pmMB Religon is 
partly invented, to furnifh the Clergy with means 
CO live in Pomp and Delicioufhefs. This hath 
occafioned many I(otM4n Catholicks to laugh as: 
Purgatory, and cont;e(nn the Mafs. adhering only 
externally to the if^man Religion for their Advan-> 
tage,. but indeed are of no Religion at all, becau^ 
they judge that all Religions are like the ^wmmi, 
invented only to awe the People, and keep (hem 
in due Bounds, as morjB effe^lttal to this end, than: 
Arms and Cictadeh. 

As for the Mafs^ did we but know the laalti- 
tude- of Priefts that laugh at it, in ti\eir Hearn^^ k 
may, be the hundredth pa^t; of aU the PrifciU in ebb 
World would hardly be tomnd gooi Cdib^Jiclg^ 
Did they believe thatChrift waa reatljr prefim«. 
and that they could brina him down from Heaven 
to eat him, they Would behave them(elve$ far 
jochcrwJle in the celebration of the Mafi than now« 

they 
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tbey dd Not one oF them but would tremble, 
knowing that he held in his Hands Chrift the Son 
of God, God and Man, the Monarch of AngeFs; 
he that (hall |udge him at the laft day, and could 
punifh him immediately for his Ofiences againft 
him* They would neither be what they are, nor 
do what they do, if thev were perfwaded chat 
they held the Saviour of the World in their Hands 
who is jeafous of his own Glory. In a word, 
(added Madamoifelle dt Sf. Phslt) Monfieur d^ 
iHaui-Cour (aid the (ame things for (ubftance that 
Monfieur di B. V. fiid the other day againft the 
Father Msirnhnfrp^ who undertook to defend the 
Prohibition the'King had made, That no Catho* 
lick (hould turn Proteftant ; and that (ucb as had 
formerly been Prote(bnts, and had turned Catho- 
licks, fliouk] not return to their (irft profeiSon, of 
which Prohibition or Declaration Monfieur de B.V. 
{hewed the horrible Injuftice and Abufe. 

My Mother hearkned very attentively to what 
Wonficur dt Hsut-Cour fafd. Indeed he made his 
Reflexions in (b curious and (weet a Manner, and . 
with fo much ftrength of Judgment, that (he heard 
him without interrupting htm at all: We had 
every day Difeourfes of this Nature, till at length 
1 perceived my Mother was more than half con- 
quered, when I faw all the Images that were in 
her Chamber repiovjed and laid up in a Garret,

In thfc fourth 
place, heproved that the Reformed Church was 
the true Cfhurch, which the faffe Church cndea- 1 
voured to opprefi ; and that the &me things would 
befal her, tnat t>efel the Ancient Churchy and 
which Jefus Chrift had foretold. And in the laft 
place he undeniably proved that the Church of 
t(?me which made ufe of Frauds, Violences, Mo- 
ney, and all other ways to promote her InterelF, 
fould not be the true Church, bccaufe Die follows 
'the fame Methods that the Devil takes to eftablifh 
Lyes amongft Men i 'Tw« on this laft Article 
<hat he moft infifted. * The Conclufion of this 
Book was, An Exhortation to fuch as were ftpara^ 
ted from a Church that was forced to declare jBSc 
had an ill Opinion pf her fclf, never to return fiita 
ft, unlefithcy would voluntarily become the Au>-
